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Main concern is parking garage 
Superblock opponents plan 
protest rally for downtown

Opponents of the proposed downtown 


redevelopment project are laying the 
plans (or a protest rally to gather sup- 
port for their petition drive early next 
month. 


A coalition of parents from the Central 


and St. Mary's schools, known as the 
Citizens for the Common Good, have 
been circulating the petitions for several 
weeks. 


While the citizens' group has voiced 


the most concern about the proposed El- 
linwood Street parking garage, the move 
Is seen by some supporters of the pro- 
posed redevelopment project as an effort 
to "block Superblock." 


NEWS OF THE proposed rally, which 


will be held in the downtown area, conies 
in the wake of an observation made by 


Mayor Herbert Behrel Tuesday suggest- 
ing that persons who have raised objec- 
tions to the garage "should rethink their 
proposed solutions about possible traffic 
congestion." 


Behrel said that many' different pro- 


posals concerning the traffic that might 
be generated by the redevelopment pro- 
gram have been considered. 


However, Behrel did agree to review 


with traffic engineers' proposals sug- 
gested last week by Aid. George Olen 
(2nd). Olen and the mayor met last week 
to discuss the overall development pro- 
gram and Olen's concern about the park- 
Ing and traffic situation. 


Some observers believe Olen's vote 


could be crucial in the next major test 
that faces the controversial $12 million 
office and retail complex. 


New restaurant ordinance 
won't be put to test yet

The first test of the city's new ordi- 


nance governing the establishment of 
restaurants in most areas of the city has 
been delayed. 


The new city regulations, which re- 


quire persons to seek a special use per- 
mit before new restaurants can open, 
was approved by the city council earlier 
this year. 


The first, petition to be received under 


the new ordinance was presented by 
Cities Service Oil Co. and Gerald G. 
Lukas to construct a restaurant at 1490 
Oakton St. 


While the zoning board of appeals 


voted last week to defer the request, the 
plan commission has voted to deny the 
request for the permit. 


In a letter to the city council, the plan 


commission commented that the petition- 
er did not present sufficient information 
on the plans for the new facility. 


IN ANOTHER LETTER to the city 


council, the zoning board indicated that 
they deferred action on the request so 
that the petitioners could revise their 
plans and attempt to comply with the 
standards set down In the restaurant or- 
dinance. 


The plan commission stated that the 


proposal for the restaurant did not in- 
clude a site plan for the project, a seat- 
ing capacity plan, the type of liquor li- 
cense which would be requested, or a 
traffic survey for the area. 


The commission also reported that 


there was no statement concerned in the 
petition for the "economic need for a res- 
taurant as proposed on the subject site." 


THE PROPOSED SITE for the restau- 


rant is a tract,of land which presently 
contains a vacant gasoline station at the 
corner of Oakton and Cora streets in Des 
Plaines. 


No date has been set for any additional 


action by the plans commission. 


The zoning board of appeals also did 


not set any new date for reconsideration 
of the proposal. 


The city enacted the tough guidelines 


for restaurants after a large number of 
facilities were built in the city, especially 
along Elmhurst Road. The ordinance is 
primarily aimed at placing some con- 
trols on drive-in restaurants or facilities 
that are located in their own buildings 
and are required to provide a specific 
amount of parking for employes or pa- 
trons. 


THE CITY COUNCIL wiU receive an 


ordinance calling for vacating a portion 
of Center Street between EHlnwood and 
Prairie streets which would allow con- 
struction of the project, Approval of the 
ordinance requires a three-fourths ma- 
jority vote of the city council. At least 12 
aldermen must vote in favor of the proj- 
ect and Olen frequently has voted with a 
five man minority that has opposed vari- 
ous aspects of the projects. 


Olen has stated that while he does not 


oppose the overall development project, 
he does hope an Independent traffic 
study of the project is undertaken. 


In addition to meeting with Olen, Beh- 


rel also has scheduled a meeting next 
week with Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th) to 
discuss his concerns about the traffic sit- 
uation. 


BEFORE SCHEDULING the meeting 


with the mayor, Erbach said that the 
present plans do not satisfy his objec- 
tions to the redevelopment and parking 
project. 


Erbach said relocating the Ellinwood 


Street garage on Park Place might satis- 
fy some of his objections, but he doubted 
the Superblock developers would go 
along with such a proposal. 


Erback said he also is opposed to the 


high rise development in the downtown 
area. 


Final action on the vacating of Center 


Street is not expected for two weeks. 


Teacher pact talks 
'going well': official 


Negotiations for the 1974-75 teacher 


contracts in Dist. 62 are "going well," 
according to Dist. 62 Board of Education 
Pres. James Kremers. 


Kremers said teacher and board repre- 


sentatives met last Saturday to discuss 
salary proposals and that "much head- 
way was made." John Pacay, president 
of the Des Plaines Education Assn., 
termed the session "fruitful" and said 
the two salary proposals are "dose." 


Because of the progress in negotia- 


tions, Pacay said both sides were observ- 
ing a voluntary gag rule. Kremers also 
declined to discuss details of the propos- 
als. 


The bargaining teams are expected to 


meet again Friday night. 


OK 12.1% pay hike for Maine teachers

Maine Township High School teachers 


will receive a 12.1 per cent pay hike un- 
der a salary schedule tentatively ap- 
proved by negotiators for the board and 
teachers' association. 


Board member Leonard Grazian an- 


nounced the salary settlement at the 
board's regular meeting Monday night. 
Details were withheld until the proposal 
was presented to the teachers Wednes- 
day. 


According to the proposed salary 


schedule, a beginning teacher with a 
bachelor's degree will receive $9,630, an 


increase of $730 from the 1973-74 salary 
schedule. Top pay for a teacher with 20 
years experience and a doctorate is 
$21,795, an increase of $1,630 from this 
year. 


The 12.1 per cent pay hike includes an 


approximate 9.85 per cent cost of living 
increase. Teachers in the middle of the 
salary scale will receive an additional 
2.25 per cent increase for experience and 
education. 


Dist. 207 Supt. Richard Short said the 


pay increase is comparable to "those 
school districts to which Dist. 207 is tra- 
ditionally compared and also reflects a 


cost of living increase." The pay raise 
will cost the district an additional 
$1,237,030. 


Increases in the salary schedule will 


result in increased compensation for ex- 
tra-curricular assignments and extra pay 
jobs including coaching. 


Under the salary agreement, the board 


also will increase its share of the health 
insurance premiums for the professional 
sbaff by approximately $10,000. 


TEACHERS WILL VOTE on the pro- 


posed salary schedule on Monday and 
the Dist. 207 board is expected to ratify

of area 
9s top-paid 
officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials hi the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights') 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in'the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
comes jointly from the employe and the 
district) and insurance benefits. 


Gilbert supervises the 19,175-pupil dis- 


trict and its more than 1,000 teachers, 
and hundreds of administrators and as- 
sisting personnel. 


The salary of High School Dist. 211 


Supt. Richard Kolze is the same paid to 
elementary Dist 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill. 
Both administrators receive $37,000 an- 
nually and have many years of service 
with their respective districts. 


Kolze has been Dist. 211 superintendent 


for 17 years. The district's 9,221 students 
are taught by a faculty of some 550. Gill 
has been with Dist. 21 for 14 years. En- 
rollment in the district, which serves 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, is 
about 8,836. Faculty numbers about 435.

SPRINGFIELD, HI. (DPI) - State 


Civil Defense Director Erie Jones said 
Wednesday he is hopeful President Nixon 
soon will make federal aid available to 
Illinois flood victims. 


Jones said preliminary estimates are 


that flash floods triggered by torrential 
rains in recent weeks caused more than 
$25 million in damage in Illinois, mostly 
to farmers. 


He said -state and federal inspection 


teams plan to tour more than 19 Illinois 
counties to assess damages and make 
recommendations on which should be 
designated "major disaster areas." 


The designation would qualify local 


governments for federal grants to repair 
flood damage and make low-interest 
loans available to replace uninsured per- 
sonal property. 


The President's disaster area declara- 


tion awaits reports by federal and state 
inspection teams that are now touring 
the flooded areas, 


Jones said the preliminary estimates 


were that flood damage statewide will be 
$25 million to $30 million and perhaps 
more. Much of the loss was suffered by 
farmers whose crops and fertilizer were 
washed away. 


Jones said the flood situation has stabi- 


lized this week and that the high waters 
should recede barring new heavy rains.

Links long scandal, Nixon

Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., chair- 


man of the Senate Watergate Committee, 
said Wednesday the bugging scandal 
would have been over "in 10 minutes" if 
President Nixon had quickly questioned 
his campaign managers after the 1972 
break-in at Democratic offices. 


"If the President had acted with forth- 


rightness," Ervin said during a question- 
and-answer period at the National Press 
Club in Washington, "we would have 
been spared the long agony of Water-' 
gate." 


Ervin, retiring at the end of this term, 


gave what in effect was a farewell ad- 
dress to the club's overflow audience. 
His subject was what constitutes an im- 
peachable offense. 


Without mentioning Nixon by name, 


Ervin defined an impeachable offense as 
a crime against the government as con- 
trasted to one not involving the govern- 
ment. "You can't impeach, in my judg- 
ment, for all crimes; you have to have a 
certain type of crime — a crime that 
affects the government," said Ervin, ac- 
knowledged as the Senate's leading ex- 
pert on constitutional law. 


He specified misprision of a felony, ob- 


struction of justice, bribery, tax evasion 


and conspiracy to commit a crime as 
among those offenses he considered im- 
peachable. 


Meanwhile, the House Judiciary Com- 


mittee finished the first phase of its im- 
peachment inquiry Wednesday by listen- 
ing to the last tape recordings of Presi- 
dent Nixon discussing Watergate with his 
aides. Both committee counsels de- 
scribed the evidence 
as 
extremely 


serious. 


The committee will meet Thursday to 


resolve several issues, including whether 
to open future impeachment hearings to 
the public and thus to live television.

President Nixon in a nationwide tete- 
vision address, followed by communiques 
in Jerusalem and Damascus. Nixon 
hailed the agreement as a "major diplo- 
matic achievement" and praised Kissin- 
ger for his refusal to give up even when 
it appeared the negotiations would col- 
lapse. 
; 


The President is also making plans to 


visit the Middle East, and an adminis- 
tration official privately said it could 
come as early as June 6. It would take 
Nixon on a week-long swing to Israel, 
Egypt, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and per- 
haps Syria and Algeria. 


The agreement is the first to be mu- 


tually accepted by either Israel or Syria 
since the 1949 agreements that set armi- 
stice lines following Israel's war of inde- 
pendence. 


Patterned after Kissinger's dis- 


engagement of Israeli and Egyptian 
forces in January, the accord provides 
for a cease-fire beginning Friday on the 
Golan Heights, where the war of attrition 
was in its 79th day. 


Government sources said Israel will 


return 325-square-miles of land captured 
from Syria in 1973 and a sliver of the 
heights taken in 1967 and then each side 
will thin out their forces along a buffer 
zone astride the cease-fire line. 


The agreement is to be signed Friday 


in Geneva, and according to Israeli offi- 
cials will be implemented in not less 
than a week nor longer than a month. 


Prime Minister Golda Meir kissed Kis- 


singer soundly on the mouth at a party in 
his honor after the announcement and 
called his performance in the past month 
fantastic. 


Details of the accord will be announced 


Thursday when Mrs. Meir presents it to 
the Knesset parliament for approval. It 
will be her swan-song in Israeli politics, 
for she is going into retirement next 
week. 


Weary from his 13 shuttles between Je- 


rusalem and Damascus, Kissinger will 
start 'his thrice-postponed return home 
Thursday morning, stopping over for 
lunch in Cairo with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and arriving back in Wash- 
ington after dark. 


N. Ireland again under direct rule

Britain Wednesday night re-imposed 


direct rule on Northern Ireland, whose 
Protestant-Roman Catholic power-shar- 
ing government was toppled Tuesday by 
a militant Protestant general strike. 


The action came a few hours after the 


Protestant Ulster Workers Council called 
off the crippling 15-day strike. 


The British government announced 


suspension of the Northern Ireland As- 
sembly for four months. It said the Brit- 
ish parliament In London would legislate 
for Northern Ireland in this period — in 
effect direct rule, officials said. 


The government also announced the re- 


call Monday of Britain's parliament, now 
in recess, for a two-day debate on the 
Northern Ireland crisis. 


Britain first imposed direct rule on 


Northern Ireland March 24, 1972, when 
the old Protestant-dominated Stormont 
parliament was dissolved. Direct rule 


ended Dec. 9,1973, when the power-shar- 
ing provincial government was created. 


Northern Ireland Secretary Merlyn 


Rees also invited the leaders of the prov- 
ince's political parties, including Protes- 
tant hardliners, to meet him separately 
at his Belfast office Thursday morning. 


In announcing a phased return to work, 


the Workers Council said the minority 
Catholic community should not regard as 
a threat the demise Tuesday of the coali- 
tion in the ruling executive headed by 
Chief Minister Brian Faulkner, a moder- 
ate Protestant politician. 


Some Catholics, fearful that the col- 


lapse of the Faulkner coalition would 
trigger a civil war, fled their homes in 
mixed and Protestant districts and 
sought refuge in relief centers hastily set 
up in Catholic areas Tuesday. 


Order warning labels for microwave ovens

The Food and Drug Administration 


Wednesday ordered permanent warning 
labels on all new microwave ovens, but 
turned down a consumer group's request 
to impose tighter safety rules on the in- 
dustry. 


The labels, which would become man- 


datory this summer, would warn the user 
not to operate the oven if there is an 
object caught in the door, if the door 


does not close properly, or if the door, 
hinge latch or sealing surface is dam- 


The oyens, which have been selling at 


a rate of about 300,000 a year, can grill a 
steak in seconds or cook a roast in a 
fraction of the time conventional oven 
methods require. 


Consumers Union, which petitioned the 


FDA for new safety rules last summer, 


contended the ovens leak radiation and 
pose hazards ranging from burns to in- 
terference with electronic pacemakers 
implanted in heart patients. 


CU had requested a much more exten- 


sive warning label advising users to keep 
ovens out of the reach of children, avoid 
peering into them while in use and tell- 
ing pacemaker patients to leave the 
room. It also wanted tougher testing 
standards. 


Key question: who gets Fulbright post? 


• An aide to Sen. John J. Sparkman, 


D-Ala., said Wednesday the senator is

If Sparkman stays with 
Banking, Majority Leader Mike Mans- 
field will take over iForeign Relations, 
and himself probably be replaced by the 
more aggressive Sen.

famous restaurant in Long Grove, how- 
ever, not only allows adults to let out 
their frustrations with a little rowdiness 
— but encourages it. 


I had dinner there last weekend and 


haven't had such fun since my sister got 
married and 1 cried all the way through 
my toast to the bride and groom. 


The place is loaded with antiques and 


everything is for sale. Everything. Your 
chair, your table, the light hanging over 
your head. Pay the price and it's yours. 


But that's onlv of interest to people 


who want to spend money on the things 
others throw out, What's of interest to all 
rowdy-oriented adults is the entertain- 
ment at the Village Tavern on Friday 
and Saturday nights. 


There is a four-piece (sometimes five) 


Dixieland Band that ragtimes its way 
into your very soul. They are loud, spirit- 
ed and plain old good. 


WE WERE SITTING right in front of 


the band and although conversation al- 


most had to be ended while they were 
playing, hand clapping, foot stomping, 
table pounding and singing took its place. 


If you want a quiet dinner don't sit in 


the banjo-band room on entertainment 
night at the Village Tavern. Our dinner 
was interrupted — pleasantly 
—by a 


snake dance around the room to the tune 
of "When the Saints Go Marching In," 
by periodic table pounding and demand- 
ing calls for "Grade," and by louder 
calls across the room of our table num- 
ber. 


THE LAST TWO interruptions need ex- 


planation. 


Grade is a waitress at the Tavern. 


Bedecked in a red and white gingham, 
calf-length uniform, she is the epitome of 
"pleasingly plump". And can she sing. 
When enough customers demand that she 
take the microphone, Grade's eyes light 
up and she belts out "A Good Man is 
Hard To Find" and other old favorites 
like the best of the red 'hot mommas. 


Grade's redition of a medley of 


George M, Cohan songs brings everyone 
in the restaurant to their feet — not only 
to applaud but to sing "Yankee Doodle," 
"Over There," and "God Bless Amer- 
ica." You can't help but like Grade. 


The numbered tables is a simple custom 


practiced by patrons. For no reason oth- 
er than to make noise a group at one 
table will pound away yelling, "We are 
table number one, number one, number 
one, We are table number one — where 
the hell is two." Another table sponta- 
neously becomes number two, and so 
forth until there is noise, yelling and 
stomping all around. 


Village Tavern is a rice rowdy place. 


The fact that the food is inexpensive and 
good is almost unimportant. Just talking 
about it makes me feel like going in the 
back room and pounding on the table. 


Citizens' group asks 
meet on day care center 


A member of a citizens committee 


planning • day care fadlity for Elk 
Grove Township said he would like town- 
ship officials to meet with the group be- 
fore taking final action on the center.

The township called the special meet- 


Ing to study various methods of oper- 
ating a proposed township day care cen- 
ter for 40 preschool children from low- 
income families. The center would be 
funded by $30,000 in township revenue 
sharing funds.

He Is a social studies 
teacher and student advisor. 


Hamann Is a physical education teach- 


er and Is chairman of the practical arts 
department at Holmes, where he has 
been since 1968. He came to the district 
In 1967, as • teacher at Jay School. 


Nominees for the Outstanding Ele- 


mentary teacher award are chosen on 
the basis of principal nominations on the 
basis of the teacher's professional and 
civic achievements. 


Guidelines for the selection Include an 


educator's talent in the classroom, con- 
tributions to research, administrative 
abilities, civic service and professional 
recognition. 


According to the original plans, the

tates, and Dora Fowler, currently direc- 
tor of Children's World, a Schaumburg 
daycare facility. 


BENSON PROPOSED accommodating 


28 low-income children at his child care 
center in Mount Prospect. He said the 
larger capacity of the center, which cur- 
rently has an enrollment of 100, is more 
economical than operating a center for 
40 children. The cost per child would be 
$35 per week. 


Christiansen proposed establishment of 


a township run day care center patterned 
after his company's existing facilities. In 
addition to protective care and child de- 
velopmental programs, the 
facilities 


would 'also provide counseling and psy- 
chological services. 


Christiansen said the cost for operating 


the center would be $50 per child per 
week. Cost of renting the facility was not 
included in the fee. 


MRS. FOWLER, A certified Montessori 


instructor, suggested the establishment 
of a township sponsored day-care facil- 
ity. According to the proposal, she would 
he hired as an employe of the township 
and work with a citizens committee in 
setting up the program. Cost per child 
would be $35 per child. 


Rev. Crail proposed a fourth alterna- 


tive to the board — the placing of town- 
ship youngsters in existing day care fa- 
cilities. 


"I would prefer that parents have 


some option of different programs in the 
township instead of just one approach," 
he said. "I think it would offer parents a 
better variety." 


The township auditors are expected to 


take action on the day care center at 
their regular meeting at 8 p.m. Monday 
in the Elk Grove Township Hall, 2400 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


City, tollway 
open discussion 
on annexation 


Des Plaines officials have opened pre- 


liminary talks with the Illinois Tollway 
Authority on the possibility of annexing 
certain tollway property, including the 
Des Plaines Oasis, into the city. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said he and City 


Engineer Robert Bowen met last week 
with officials from the tollway authority 
and that a project engineer will be as- 
signed to the matter as soon as the strike 
by toll collectors has ended. 


While the city has annexed several sec- 


tions of the tollway along the southern 
and eastern boundaries of Des Plaines, 
annexation of the tollway oasis could pro- 
duce substantial revenue for Des 
Plaines. 


If the tollway authority approves the 


annexation, the city might be able to ob- 
tain a share of the sales tax produced by 


the combined gasoline and restaurant 
complex. 


BEHREL SAID HE initially suggested 


that the city be allowed to annex the ac- 
cess roads to the tollway oasis on both 
the north and south sides of the tollway. 
That move has been possible with the 
annexation of the Neidert Trucking ter- 
minal recently. 


While the tollway property does not 


generate any real estates taxes, the city 
could receive the 1-cent share of the 
state's 5 per cent sales tax. 


The mayor noted that the city already 


supplies water and fire protection ser- 
vice to the oasis. 


The annexation of the tollway property 


might also allow the city to annex sev- 
eral other tracts of land south of the toll- 
way in the future, Behrel noted.

Highest paid of this group is Arlington 


Heights Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, who 
receives $37,900 annually. Hanson has 
held the position for the past 16 years 
and, Hke all managers, is the chief ad- 
ministrator of the daily village affairs. 
Department heads and all village em- 
ployes come under his authority. 


Arlington Heights, whose population of 


approximately 70,000 is the largest in the 
Northwest suburbs, also has an assistant 
village manager, Darryl Kenning, who 
earns $20,500 annually. 


Mount Prospect Village Mgr, Robert J. 


Eppley earns the next highest municipal 
salary of $33,000 yearly. Eppley, who has 
served In the position since August, 1971, 
heads all municipal employes serving the 
village of 46,300, 


WHEELING VILLAGE Mgr. George 


Passoit currently earns $27,000. Passolt 
became acting village manager in April, 
1970 and was appointed regular village 
manager in November, 1971. He has 
about loo employes working under him. 


Elk Grove Village Mgr. Charles Willis 


is next in line on the suburban salary 
scale at $26,000, but below that figure, 
salary order on a descending level be- 
come interspersed among village man- 
agers, police chiefs, fire chiefs and park 
district superintendents. 


Wheeling Public Works Supt. Larry 


Oppenheimer, for example, receives a 
higher salary at $25,920 than the next 
highest paid village administrator, full- 
time Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel. 
Behrel earns $23,000 yearly as does Elk 
Grove Park District Supt. Jack Claes. 


Claes also rents a district-owned four- 


bedroom house for $125 monthly. Two 
other area park district directors, Allen 
Binder of the Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 
trict and Paul Derda of the Schaumburg 
Park District, also live in houses pro- 
vided by their districts. 


BINDER'S SMi-BEDROOM, two-bath 


house was purchased by the district in 
October, 1972 for $31,000. The 'house is 
located in the Winston Knolls subdivision 
near Willow Park. Binder said he does 
not report the rent 'benefit for income tax 
purposes because the house is owned by 
the district and is tax-exempt. 


The $28,300 three-bedroom house in 


which Derda lives was purchased by tiie 
Schaumburg District 3Ms years ago. "It's 
certainly not fancy," Derda said of the 
house, which is located in a park. 
Maintenance on it is performed by the 
district. 


Derda said he does not report the rent 


benefit as income because a resolution 
passed by the park board requires him to 
live in the house provided. 


Arlington Beights Park District Direc- 


tor Thomas Thornton's salary of. $24,524 
combines payment for serving as both 
park district director and secretary. 
Thornton receives insurance coverage as 


part of his employment and the use of a 
car for park-related business. 


His salary compared to park district 


officials in the immediate area is high, 
but in relation to other districts of com- 
parable size, such as Highland Park 
($30,500), Glenview ($26,500 plus a house 
for the director), Park Ridge ($28,500) 
and SkoMe ($29,100), Thornton says his 
salary is low. 


THE HIGHEST PAID of the Northwest 


suburban police chiefs comes next in the 
ranking. 
Arlington Heights' 
veteran 


chief, L. W. Calderwood,' earns $24,400. 
Below him comes Arlington Heights Pub- 
lic Works Director Gene Willroth who is 
paid $24,300 annually. 


Recently appointed Palatine Village 


Mgr. Anton Harwig is paid $24,000 year- 
ly. Schaumburg's full-time mayor, Rob- 
ert Atcher, receives $23,900, which in- 
cludes $5,500 for serving as Mquor com- 
missioner in the village. The village also 
has a full-time village administrator, 
John Coste, who is paid $23,500 annually. 


The $23,500 figure also is the.salary of 


Mount Prospect Park District Director 
Thomas Cooper, who has served in tftat 
capacity since 1957. 


Both Des Plaines Police Chief Arthur 


Hintz and Fire Chief Donald Corey earn 
$23,874 yearly, that figure making Corey 
the best paid of the fire officials. The 
variance between the salaries of the 
area's police and fire chiefs in general is 
not as great as do the salaries of village 
managers, school officials or park offi- 
cials. 


WHILE SCHOOL OFFICIALS seem to 


be the highest public paid group, ithe po- 
sitions of township officeholders carry 
the lowest salaries but the jobs generally 
are part-time. 


Elk Grove Highway Comr. Alfred Steil, 


with a $15,167 salary, U the leader 
among the township officials in *he area. 
Under that figure come Wheeling Town- 
ship Assessor 
Marshall Theroux's 


$14,500. Wheeling Township Highway 
Comr. Arthur Olsen Jr. and Maine Town- 
ship Highway Comr. Edward Koehler 
each receive $14,000. 


Th salary difference is great among 


township supervisors in the area, with 
$11,917 paid to Elk Grove Supervisor 
Richard Hall the highest and $5,000 paid 
to Maine Township Supervisor James 
Dowd the lowest.

WASHINGTON - The Securities In- 
vestor Protection Corp., created by Con- 
gress during the broker-dealer failures 
five years ago, is beginning to benefit the 
public. 


In fact many, including STPC Chair- 


man Hugh Owens, believe SIPC definite- 
ly proved its worth in 1973. 


During the year 30 firms went broke, 


including the giant Weis Securities Inc. 
Customers of Weis and the other 29 firms 
were paid $202 million in securities and 
cash, including some $35 million from 
SIPC 


Without the quasi-governmental, non- 


profit corporation, thousands of custom- 
ers of insolvent broker-dealer firms 
would have lost some or all of their mon- 
ey. The final touch to the protection 
against loss is the fact It costs the in- 
vetor nothing. 


SIPC provides insurance to the secu- 


rities industry in much the same way the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. protects

deposits of bank customers. SIPC cov- 
erage is financed by brokers •who are 
members. They make payments to SIPC 
of about one-half of 1 per cent of gross 
annual sales.

Investor Protection Act of 1970, SIPC has 
built up a fund of $84 7 million to be used 
to Insure the holdings of investors 
against the failure of SIPC member bro-

Commodity exchange goes 'half hog9 


MWAmerlca Commodity Exchange in 


Chicago announced today it will begin 
trading in "half hogs," starting Monday. 


The MidAmerica, which moved this 


week to new and larger quarters at 175 
W. Jackson Blvd., will begin trading then 
in contracts for future delivery of live 
hogs. 


Contracts will be in multiples of 15,000 


pounds, half the size of the 30,000-pound 
unit multiples traded on other ex- 
changes, said J Robert Collins, MidAme- 
rica president. 


When trading in hog futures begins, 


MidAmerica will be the nation's only 
commodity exchange offering contracts 


in both hogs and com, Coffins said. 
"Thus, these closely related commodities 
can be traded conveniently in a single 
pit." 


MidAmerica presently trades futures 


contracts for wheat, soybeans, oats, sil- 
ver and US. silver coins, as well as 
corn. Contracts for corn, wheat and soy- 
beans are traded in multiple units of 
1,000 bushels. 


"MldAmerica's new hog-trading unit 


of 15,000 pounds will open the futures 
marketplace to lower-volume livestock 
producers in the same way that 1,000- 
bushel grain units nave benefited smaller 
grain producers and traders," Collins ob- 
served. 


and J. Shapiro Co. of Minneapolis folded 
within 30 days. SIPC distributed $175 mil- 
lion to Weis and Shapiro customers from 
the remaining assets of the firms and 
advanced about $24 million from SIPC 
funds.

Because of the sharp increase in dis- 


tributions of securities and cash to cus- 
tomers of insolvent brokers last year, 
SIPC chairman Owens intensified con- 
tacts with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, the exchanges and the Na-, 
tional Assn. of Securities Dealers in an 
effort to learn earlier which firms may 
be in financial trouble. 


Owens believes the improved liaison 


will enable SIPC to find the weaker 
firms early enough to protect more of 
the customers' assets and require fewer 
advances from the SIPC fund. 


Finding a soft firm Is difficult, Owens 


points out, because about 8 per cent of 
the failures have been in business for 10 
years or more. The bulk of the in- 
solvencies, however, come within the 
first five years of operation. 


More than 40 per cent of the firms 


that failed were charged with criminal 
fraud and most of the others were guilty 
of mismanagement because of faulty 
records and inexperience, according to 
data compiled by SIPC.

You certainly must have starved your- 


self to have lost that much weight in a 
month. There are 3,500 calories in a 
pound of body fat. That is far more ca- 
lories than a normal person with moder- 
ate activity uses in a day. There are only 
about 600 calories in lean muscle so you 
lost muscle « well as fat. No wonder 
you lost strength and developed sagging 
muscles. This can happen to anyone who 
insists on going on a semi-starvation 
diet. Unfortunately, in many of these diet 
fads people lose much more than Just 
fat. 


You can rebuild your muscles, but it 


will take work. Muscles grow and gain 
strength from being put under load, as in 
weight lifting. You can load the muscle 
by various forms of exercise, including 
stt-ups and teg lifts for the stomach, 
push-ups and chin-ups for the arms and 
shoulders and a variety of exercises that 
cause each muscle to be contracted firm- 
ly. 


Just eating food, including protein, will 


not restore those muscles. It takes both 
food and physical work. You had strong 
muscles to begin with because you used 
them.

you will now have to work them hard 
while you are getting enough protein to 
ever get back the muscle strength you 
once had. Remember neither food (pro!- 
tein) nor work alone will do the trick. It 
takes both together. 


YOU WILL HELP your breasts some 


by improving your muscle mass. The de- 
velopment of the breast muscles under 
the breast will decrease the sag some. 
Posture is all important. Good posture 
requires strong muscles in the back and 
between the shoulders. When the chest is 
held up and the shoulders are properly 
back, rather than slouched, the breasts 
are lifted. That makes the profile more 
attractive. 


Part of the size of the breasts is fat. If 


you are starved, the normal fat deposits 
will meft away leaving the sagging sac 
of skin so distressing to many women. I 
doubt you will be able to achieve the 
same breaatline you once had, but you 
can certainly improve yourself by cor- 
recting the muscle problems that tend to 
develop from starvation. 


The obvious lesson here is to prevent 


such problems. Women who gain more 
weight than they want during pregnancy 
should not go on any crash diet. If it took 
nine months to put it on, take nine 
months to get it off. A good, sensible 
diet, particularly if you combine it with a 
good exercise program for the abdomen 
and for posture, will help you avoid these 
problems and do a lot to regain your for- 
mer shape.

CTA for Witt County? 


State Rep. Thomas Miller, R-South Holland, wants a legis- 


lative committee to look into plans by the Chicago Transit 
Authority to buy the South Suburban Safeway Lines, Inc., a 
bus company serving southern Cook County and parts of Will 
County. 


Miller said the CTA has no legal right to operate in Will 


County. "If this goes through without public hearings, people 
who ride South Suburban in Will County won't have their bus 
service any more." 


Miller has prepared a resolution asking a House committee 
to study the situation. 


Tax protestors defeated 


The Illinois House defeated a proposal to give real estate 


taxpayers who pay their levies under protest interest on the 
excess tax if they win their cases. 


Foes said adoption of the plan would make it too hard for 


local taxing districts to know exactly how much money they 
have. Advocates said taxpayers would get interest on money 
tied up against their will. 


Transit aid sought 


State Sen, Stanley B. Weaver, R-Urbana, said Tuesday the 


state should help pay for the 11 mass transit districts outside 
the Chicago area. 


Weaver introduced a bill that would provide state aid to 


any district already taxing itself to support mass transit. 


Weaver said such aid is appropriate now that the state has 


created a state-supported Regional Transportation Authority 
in metropolitan Chicago. 


Wants road money saved 


Transportation Sec. Langhorne Bond has announced he will 


ask the General Assembly to carry forward to fiscal 1975 
195.7 million in road building money that will not be spent 
before June 30 due to construction delays. 


The money represents state funds committed for projects 


already under contract, Bond said. 


"No one could have foreseen the combination of weather, 


labor, materials and fuel problems that have slowed down 
road building," Bond said. "But we will not let these delays 
Jeopardize the road program. That program will remain in- 
tact and the dollars committed to it will be spent."

Repeated violations of federal radiation limits at the Cor- 


dova nuclear power plant north of the Quad Cities in Illinois 
during 1973 are blamed on Atomic Energy Commission stan- 
dards that were "much too stringent." 


1 The criticism by Commonwealth Edison Co. follows an AEC 
report issued Tuesday which indicates 15 cases of radio- 
active emissions beyond permissible limits occurred last 
year — 14 of the incidents were at Cordova, and one at the 
Palisades plant at South Haven, Mich. 


Byron Lee, vice president of the Chicago-based utility, said 


the series of violations at Cordova did not mean that the plant 
was any less safe than the 41 other nuclear plants in the 
nation. Standards at the Illinois plant were relaxed by the 
AEC last October. "We've not exceeded the limits since," 
said Lee. 


The AEC report indicates that excess iodine-131 was re- 


leased into the air and escaped beyond the Cordova plant 
boundaries on 14 occasions in 1973. The AEC sets standard for 
each nuclear plant. 


Commonwealth Edison is required by the AEC to keep a cow 


near the Cordova plant to monitor possible harmful amounts 
of iodine in the atmosphere. The iodine would be ingested by 
the cow and would be measurable in the cow's milk. 


"We've never yet detected any trace of iodine in our week's 


samples," Lee said. Commonwealth Edison operates the Cor- 
dova plant with Iowa-Illinois Gas and Electric Co.

Eagle eggs transplanted 


Unique transplant of bald eagle eggs from Minnesota to 


Maine was started in May by the U. S. Interior Department's 
Fish and Wildlife Service. The experiment involves six bald 
eagle eggs taken from active nests in and near the Chippewa 
National Forest in Minnesota, where eagle populations are 
stable, and placing them in bald eagle nests in Maine, where 
pollution apparently has affected the egg hatching success in 
recent years. 


Eggs from the Maine nests will be taken to the Fish and 


Wildlife Service's Patuxent Wildlife Research Center in Lau- 
rel, Md. for incubation and pollution studies. The study is a 
team effort of the Fish and Wildlife Services, the U. S. Forest 
Service, the Maine and Minnesota Conservation departments, 
the National Audubon Society and private citizens.

Search for mental health 
Sexual dysfunction clinic 
tries to help married couples 


(This column is presented by Forest 


Hospital in Des Plaines, a fully accre- 
dited psychiatric hospital known for its 
intensive programs in psychiatric treat- 
ment, research, education and commu- 
nity service.) 


Good sex won't make a bad marriage 


work, but sexual problems can foul up an 
otherwise good marriage. 


"And 
most of the time it does," said 


Dr. Saul Rosenthal, associate professor 
of psychiatry at the University of Texas 
Medical School. 


Rosenthal, who with his wife, a regis- 


tered nurse, administers therapy at a 
sexual dysfunction clinic for married 
couples, believes sexual problems are 
very common in our society and are a 
major cause of divorce. "The couple 
may be basically healthy people who like 
each other and have the potential for a 
happy marriage," Rosenthal said, "but 
their sexual problems will spill over to 
other parts of their marriage and they'll 
fight about things that don't matter. 
Also, these problems prevent couples 
from using the natural healing processes 
of sex to resolve other minor things they 
may be fighting about." 


ROSENTHAL SAID the couples who 


come to his clinic for help range from 
women who are not enjoying sex to men 
who are impotent because of anxieties. 
"It's the husband and wife together that 
have the problem. You have to treat both 
of them," he said. "Often the wife is not 
enjoying sex relations and becomes dis- 
satisfied with the state of affairs and 
wants to change it. The problems 
frequently are related to inhibitions, 
mostly on the woman's part, and igno- 
rance on the man's part in how to stimu- 
late his wife." 


R o s e n t h a l described the average 


couple seeking help as being middle- 
class college graduates, 28 and 30 years 
old, married seven years, with two or 
three children. "The wife felt some ex- 
citement during courtship," he said. 
"Then shortly after marriage or their 
first child, she began to feel that sex was 
a chore. She wasn't interested or excited 


and she started making excuses. The 
husband most likely has not made a big 
issue of it and has tried to be under- 
standing, but the couple has lapsed into 
having sex less and less frequently rath- 
er than going through a hassle each 
time. When they finally come for coun- 
seling, they're making love every two 
weeks or once a month." 


Rosenthal and his cotherapist use the 


Masters and Johnson (Dr. William Mas- 
ters and Virginia Johnson) approach in 
treating couples. They meet with the 
married couple together intensively — 
five times a week — over a three week 
period. The first session is for a full 
sexual history. Rosenthal with the hus- 
band and Mrs. Rosenthal with the wife. 
The second session, he meets with the 
'wife and she with the husband. Then 
they meet as a group of four for the re- 
maining sessions. 


TREATMENT consists of attempting 


to find out what the problem is and 
what's causing it. There's some teaching 
in terms of sexual physiology and sexual 
response. Then the couple goes through a 
graduated series of caressing and sexual 
exercises directed toward solving their 
problem. These are done at home — 
at no time do the Rosenthals observe — 
and the couple report then: progress at 
the next session. 


"It's usually the wife who wants to 


come for counseling in the first place 
and she often has trouble getting the hus- 
band here," said Rosenthal. "But after 
the initial screening session, it's okay 
with him." 


Rosenthal thinks the number of couples 


seeking help with their sexual problems 
has increased in recent years because 
women are learning a different set of ex- 
pectations than they learned 15 years ago 
from their parents and friends. "They're 
learning through openness in the wom- 
en's magazines, etc., how they're sup- 
posed to be feeling. And there's an in- 
crease in emphasis by feminists on fe- 
male co-participation in sex( that sex 
isn't just for the men but for the women 
as well, that there should be something 
in it for them but there isn't." 


I'll back up a minute and explain. Last 
week, Bakalis honored outstanding par- 
ents, students and school officials from 
around the state. Winners were chosen 
from six regions: Chicago, north subur- 
ban Cook County, south suburban Cook 
County, northern Illinois, central Illinois 
and southern Illinois. 


THE BANQUET WHERE the award 


winners were announced was held Fri- 
day and early this week a press release 
listing the winners arrived in our office. 


I had received advance word that John 


Sheik of Wheeling Hig School had been 
named outstanding student from our 
area, so imagine my surprise when I 
looked at the student winner from the 
north suburban region (which the press 
release told me was comprised of the 
9th, 10th, llth and 12th congressional dis- 
tricts) and found that the student winner 
was Julie Carlson from Alsip. 


Alsip? 
A quick reading of the press release 


showed what the problem was imme- 
diately. Whoever put the press release 
together had reversed the winners for 
the two suburban regions. There was 
John Sheik of Wheeling, along with 
teacher Lynn Dieter of Maine East High 
School, parent Lola Dapiran of Arlington 
Heights and administrator Robert Fergu- 
son of Busse School in Mount Prospect, 
listed in the section headed "south subur- 
ban region." 


We had a wonderful time here in the 


office laughing at the poor hapless staff 
members responsible for that mistake. 
And the joke got even better the next day 
when a photo arrived showing the win- 
ners from our area and once again label- 
ing them as the winners from the "south 
suburban" area. 


By this time, I suspect, the staff mem- 


bers at the state superintendent's office 
have probably discovered their mistake. 
And they are probably red-faced atout it. 


But I'll admit I find it slightly amazing 


that of all the people who must have 
worked on the press release (including 
whoever compiled it, whoever typed it 
and whoever approved it), not one per- 
son knew that Arlington Heights was 
north of Alsip. 


Perhaps this can be translated into an 


educational issue — maybe there is a 
need for a class in "geography of the 
Chicago-area" to be required of all pub- 
lic employes. 


Of course, there's another possible ex- 


planation. Mavbe we slipped south in the 
middle of the night and no one has told 
us about it yet.

power can be yours for slightly less than 
a dollar a pound — if you buy about 


The product Is a diesel-electric locomo- 


tive, made by Electro-Motive Division of 
General Motors in LaGrange and used 
throughout the United States and the 
world. The mammoth assembly plant 
presently roKs out four to five of the gi- 
ant workhorses each day. 


Tons of copper go into the wiring of 


huge generators which are turned by the 
diesel engines to make electricity for the 
traction motors between each set of the 
locomotive's wheels. By the time the av- 
erage 120,000 parts have been assembled 


and painted in the distinctive colors of 
the purchasing railroad, the hulking body 
has been pushed, welded, bolted and lift- 
ed high in the air like a toy by a pow- 
erful overhead crane. 


THE TAB FOR most of the locomo- 


tives now being produced is picked up by 
the federal and state governments. Am- 
trak is the largest purchaser, but several 
othrs have been bought with grants to 
mass transit distracts, such as the North 
Suburban and Northwest Suburban mass 
transit districts on the Milwaukee Road's 
west and northwest lines. 


As the largest manufacturer of diesel- 


eleotrics in the world, Electro-Motive ex- 
plains that the price tag on one of the 
locomotives is more than worth it be- 
cause of the 20 to 30 years of hard labor 
the engine will serve. 


The tons of freight and millions of 


people carried by diesels today on inter- 
state and commuter railroads attest to 
the revolution started by toe Electro-Mo- 
tive diesel 50 years ago. The diesel sur- 
vived criticism from ail fronts and 
forced nearly every one of the nation's 
nostalgic steam engines off the rails and 
into scrap yards and museums.

ing been "deprived" as most Americans 
commonly define that term. They were 
middle class whites who graded toward 
varying degrees of affluence. No one in

cepted their grandiose self-designation as 
an "army." 


Then- tragedy is that, as they looked

They wanted 
to work miracles of lightning change in a 
world where, for all the racing advance 
of today's computerized technology, fun- 
damental social change still occurs slow- 
ly.

Frustrated by their inability to turn a 


glacier into a speeding torrent, they 
made society and its leader symbols the 
"enemy." And, fatefully, they took up 
guns in the name of the swift fulfillment 
of their Utopia. 


Subconsciously if not otherwise, they 


must have known when they picked up

their automatic weapons and resorted to 
the gruesome crime of blackmail-kidnap- 
ing that they were opting for fantasy 
rather than the real world. Terror 
thrusts the world back, not forward. The 
fanatic is a self-made cripple who can 
help no one. 


In the real world, living in any full 


sense is both a joy and a struggle. At 
times it means facing and coping with 
corruption without being corrupted or be- 
coming cynical. 


The corrosive frustrations of Patricia 


Hearst's kidnapers grew because they 
could hot see beyond the violate, passing 
moment. They were indeed its creatures. 
They brought no perspective of time, of 
history, to the ills they perceived around 
them (only Cinque had actually suffered 
them). They gave no sign that many 
high-magnitude social ills have been 
dealt with, that more will be — even if 
less quickly than they wished, that some 
would linger stubbornly, resisting the 
decades. 


As Cinque had been barred up in a Cal- 


ifornia penitentiary, so later he and his 
misguided companions were locked in 
what historian Daniel J. Boorstin calls 
"The Prison of the Present" in his new 
book on "Democracy 
and its Dis- 


contents." 


One of the great misconceptions be- 


queathed us by the frantic stirrings of 
the young in the late 1960s and early 
1970s is the foolish definition of "rele- 
vance" as meaning only that which per- 
tains to what is Happening NOW. 


Writes Boorstin: ". . . what people call 


'relevance' is not really that at all. What 
they are talking about most of the time 
is not the relevant but the topical... 


"To show the relevance of something is 


to lift it above the current of daily topics, 
to connect it with distant events and 
larger issues." 


Emphasis here, for me, is on "distant 


events" — history. There is no practical 
way to deal with today's ills, problems, 
whatever, as if they existed only in the 
cocoon of the moment. They are under- 
standable only in the stream of history 
that carried them to this time, just as 
any of us, standing anywhere at a given 
second, is the sum and substance of his 
own individual past. 


Noting that we have "wandered out of 


history," Boorstin says: "We have nearly 
lost interest in those real examples from 
the human past which alone can help us 
shape standards of the humanly pos- 
sible."

gued by false starts. 


Cook County Republicans this year 


pronounced a new'and revolutionary pro- 
cess for selecting political candidates — 
they called it "open slating." The result 
was a political slate made up largely of 
the committeemen and other power bro- 
kers who relegated the choice spots to 
themselves. Nonetheless, it resulted in a 
ticket with capable blacks, women and 
young candidates. Moreover, the new ap- 
proach set a precedent which almost in- 
evitably will be expanded upon in future 
years. 


In'1972, the national Democratic party 


attempted a new set of rules to mandate 
representation of all minorities. That led, 
some believe, to a rupture in the party 
between the Old Guard and the Young 
Turks which contributed heavily to the 
crashing defeat of the national ticket. 


Nonetheless, the process brought new 


blood into the Democratic leadership and 
began a process which the party is ac- 
tively pursuing in advocating wider par- 
ticipation by those of Democratic senti- 
ments in the approaehng national "mini- 
convention." 


There is other evidence that politicians 


are beginning to catch up with their 
mouths: 


— Illinois has ethics legislation, woe- 


fully inadequate, but ethics legislation 
nonetheless. Political candidates now vie 
with each other to disclose more of their 
personal financial interests than is re- 
quired by law. What's more, it has be- 
come politically fashionable to be in the 
forefront of the fight for campaign dis- 
closure, conflict-of-interest 
legislation, 


and what they call "accountability." 


— It is no longer startling to see a 


black face among gatherings of the 
"leaders" of either party. 


— It is no longer remarkable that a 


state legislator is female. It used to be 
obligatory to identify a woman legislator 
as 'the only woman in the Illinois Sen- 
ate," or "one of two women representa- 
tives." No longer. There were 11 women 
elected to the legislature in 1972, general- 
ly among the most capable members, 
and there will be more. 


Improbable and illogical though it may 


be, the times they are a-changing.

Canadian releases to honor carriers

THE FRANKLIN D. Roosevelt 


Philatelic Society will mark the 30th 
anniversary of D-Day with the re- 
lease of a set of two cacheted covers. 


The black and teal blue envelopes 


feature a portrait bust of FDR as 
found on the 1949 Brazil issue (Scott 
No C76). The wording, "The Day of 
the Invasion of Western Europe by 
Allied Forces in World War II. — 
U.S. and British Naval Forces, with 
strong air support, succeeded in 
landing on the Normandy Coast be- 
tween St. Marcouf and the Orne Riv- 


er. Within a week a strip of beach 60 
miles long had been occupied and the 
artificial harbors constructed." 


One cover will be franked with the 


5-cent Roosevelt Memorial Issue 
(Scott No. 933) and No. 1264, the 
5-cent stamp to honor Winston 
Churchill. The second cover will bear 
the recently released lucent VFW 
commemorative. The D-Day sets will 
bear a Hyde Park, N.Y., cancellation 
dated June 6,1974.

You can't always tell a coin by its cover 


From the casual observer's viewpoint, 


many United States coins appear to bear 
no indication of their values, an actual 
fact on a very few issues. 


By law, each coin of the United States 


must bear certain symbols and devices 
on the obverse and the reverse and with 
the exception of the designers initials 
and the mint mark nothing may be 
added But there were no stipulations in 
some of the earlier coinage acts making 
the denomination mandatory 


This oversight seems to be restricted 


to l&th-and early 19th-century silver and 
gold pieces Giving rise to the specula- 
tion that the government thought the size 
of the coin would be sufficient to deter- 
mine its value. 


COINS STRUCK without denomina- 


tions were- Types I, II and HI Half 
Dimes from 1794 to 1805; Types I and II 
Dimes from 1796 to 1807; Type I Quar- 
ter; Type I and II Quarter Eagle from 
1796 to 1807; Type I and II Half Eagle 
from 1796 to 1807 and Type I and II 
Eagles from 1795 to 1804. 


Type I, II and III Half Dollars from 


1794 to 1806 and the first three types of 
the silver dollar from 1794 to 1803 bore 
their denominations on the rim. 


Some coinage issues went so far as to 


show the denomination on both the sur- 
face and the run while others merely 
showed the denomination with an ornate 
edge. Type I and II Half-cents had let- 
tered edges. The Type I, II and III Large 
Cents had lettered edges in some in- 
stances and a vine-and-bar pattern in 
others. 


The Type IV Half Dollar showed its 


valuation on both the reverse and the 
rim, while the $10 gold eagle bore 46 
stars on its edge from 1907 to 1912 and 48 
stars from 1912 to 1933. The $20 gold 
double eagle edge was both starred and 
lettered. 


COIN EDGES ARE functional and al- 


though treated variously, lettering or or- 
nate patterns are intended to safeguard 
the legal weight and content of the coin. 
It is one of the oldest deterrents against 
scraping by those who wish to acquire 
small portions of gold or silver from sev- 
eral coins without destroying the piece 
itself. 


Except for the twenty-cent piece and 


our silver three-cents pieces, all United 
States gold and silver cobs have either a 
lettered, reeded or ornate edge. Letter- 
ing the edges of early half-cents and 
large cents served no immediate pur- 
pose. 


Today's coins are reeded as a matter 


of practice. Since none have a precious- 
metal content, the reeding serves only to 
provide a gnpper in the stamping collar 
during coining.

"The construction unions settled for 


relatively modest wage Increases last 
year," said Preston. "But with double- 
digit inflation now a part of the con- 
sumer price index, they can hardly be 
expected to do the same this year." 


"If this view of the outloook for home 


loans and the housing industry seems 
grim, it is. I wish I could give a more 
optimistic report. But there is no way of 
getting around the fact that the housing 
and mortgage market face tough times 
in an economy marked by double-digit 
inflation." 


Preston said that present unhappy pro- 


pects for the residential mortgage mar- 


ket are tied to the outlook for more in- 
flation in the months ahead. While de- 
clining to predict the future of interest 
rates, Preston cautioned, against fore^ 
casts that Interest rates would come 
down soon. 


"There are those who believe interest 


rates are peaking," he said. "They be- 
lieve business loan demand will soon fall 
off, and in any event the Federal Re- 
serve will bow to political pressure to 
ease up. But other factors point in the 
opposite direction. They suggest that 
high rates or the threat of their reap- 
pearance, may be with us for a long time 
to come." 


Among these "other factors," accord- 


ing to Preston, is the statement by 
Chairman Arthur Burns of the Federal 
Reserve Board that this time, inflation is 
so serious that housing will have to fend 
for itself and get along as best it can. 


"In addition, new forces are building 


that could assure more inflation in the 
months ahead. This July will see the 
start of a new fiscal year, with a record 
$304 billion federal budget. Along with it, 
there will probably be another big feder- 
al deficit. Thus any easing of business 
credit demands in the coming weeks 
could be offset by a step-up in Treasury 
financing in the second half of 1974. 


"Taking the longer view, we have 


known for some time that demands for 
capital, both from the private sector and 


from the federal government, will be 
tremendous in the latter half of the 
1970s."

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Don't overemphasize money 
to children, says adviser 


Many parents are eager to help pre- 


pare their children for a useful and well- 
ordered life by teaching them about the 
importance of money management at an 
early age. But unless adults are very 
careful, there are a number of mistakes 
they can make which will wreck plans to 
help children. 


This Is the observation of Penny Scott, 


family finance advisor for Oak Park 
Federal Savings, one of the Chicago 
area's largest saving institutions. 


"Teaching the value of money," ad- 


vises Miss Scott, "doesn't mean creating 
an impression by the things you say or 
do, that money is the single most impor- 
tant ingredient for happiness. That sim- 
ply doesn't square with reality." 


She suggests certain pitfalls to avoid: 
Don't try to buy affection and loyalty 


from your children. It doesn't win love or 
respect and it can complicate rather 
than improve a difficult relationship. 


Conversely, material things rarely sat- 


isfy a child's real needs, and so he'll 
keep making demands to satisfy his real 
emotional needs, and you'll keep trying 
unsuccessfully to meet his demand with 
things you buy. 


Don't indulge your children because of 


your own deprived childhood. Anxiety 
over children, especially among parents 
who were depression babies, can lead to 
serious problems. 


"For example," Miss Scott points out, 


"fathers who work at two or three jobs 
to buy things far beyond the needs or 
even wishes of their children don't real- 
ize that resentments build in the wife 
and children when they pay the price of 
being without the father wlien they need 
him." 


In one case history, a family went 


heavily into debt by borrowing from rela- 
tives and even on their insurance policy 
in addition to economizing on their own 
food and clothing, in order to shower 
gifts on their children to prove their love. 
The unhappy results was that the chil- 
dren learned to nag, compete and sulk if 
they were refused anything.

"Fortunately," says Miss Scott, "coun- 


seling revealed that the mother was try- 
ing to compensate for her own deprived 
childhood as one of nine children. She 
was determined that her kids would not 
be deprived as she had been, but after 
counseling she came to realize that her 
problems arose from her own need for 
recognition and a fear of being disliked. 


"And she had a much happier family 


when she discovered that setting limits 
on her children's demands was not nec- 
essarily depriving them, but rather pro- 
viding controls necessary for their own 
emotional growth." 


Don't use money to compete with each 


other for the affection of your children. 


The little bribes and favors and subtle 


battle for power that can arise between 
emotionally insecure spouses not only 
misses the target of love and respect 
from children, but also works to destroy 
money management plans that you and 
the children have worked out together. 


If at all possible, try to avoid anxiety 


and worry about money in the presence 
of children. Doing so gives children the 
idea that money is nothing but a con- 
stant, nagging problem. 


Miss Scott comments, "I'm not sug- 


gesting that you pretend. But, after all, 
family incomes do vary, and it's a 
simple and honest matter to say, 'we 
can't afford this,' when you have to. If 
you can do this and still have fun togeth- 
er, kids will accept the difference in af- 
fluence between families and develop a 
healthy attitude toward money." 


Don't bribe children. This doesn't 


teach kids to develop responsibility or in- 
centive. If you try to bribe kids to make 
grades, to do their normal, routine 
household chores, or simply to be 
obedient, you wrongly put the stress on 
the reward and not on the performance 
or responsibilities. 


On the opposite side of the coin, don't 


use the allowance as a tool to mete out 
punishment. 


"The allowance is a child's fair share 


of family income," Miss Scott reminds, 
"and there should be no strings attached. 
Even if the child is expected to perform 
certain chores, the allowance should be 
given regularly and not related to the 
performance of chores. Remember, the 
purpose of the allowance is not to reward 
or punish, but to teach the child, 


"If you can put some of these sugges- 


tions to work," Oak Park Federal Sav- 
ings' advisor concluded, "you'll not only 
help to establish harmony in the family 
and a budget that you can all help man- 
age, but you'll be giving your children a 
solid foundation for managing their own 
lives."

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Homefinders9 new division 
started for new homes sales 


A new approach to marketing new 


homes has been introduced by Home- 


Randall 
Rathjen 


finders Realtors with the announcement 
of its New Homes Division. 


According to an announcement by Ran- 


dal] Rathjen, director of special projects 
for Homefinders, the new division is 
aimed specifically at helping builders 
market their projects and developments. 


"Usually, a builder controls his own 


sales activity," notes Rathjen, "and of- 
ten it Is in this phase that he is person- 
ally less strong than others. Builders are 
skilled in land planning and building 
techniques, but less knowledgeable about 
marketing and acquiring a sales force. 
This is where we can help builders. We 
are licensed sales people, experienced in 
marketing and able to do a better job 
with better sales personnel and often at 
less cost than the builder." 


The builder's sales overhead is already

There is an incentive, however, for the 


sales people in the preowned home divi- 
sion to refer prospects to new-home sites. 
They receive a referral fee if they take a 
prospect to the site and a sales person 
from the New Homes Division makes the 
sale. 


The New Homes Division is unusual for 


a real estate firm in this area, says 
Rathjen. The concept has been in the 
planning stages at Homefinders since 
last September. Similar innovations by 
real estate firms in other parts, of the 
United States were studied before Home- 


finders decided to Inaugurate this new 
division.

Dread traveling with the kids? Many 


families are discovering that a handful of 
recording tapes and a battery-operated 
cassette recorder can reduce the noise 
and commotion that bombards your ears 
when motoring with your offspring. 


The thought of this din caused one in- 


ventive father to develop several "cas- 
sette games" for his three sub-teen chil- 
dren to play white in the car. He dubbed 
one game "Veil, veil, a Volks." A second 
he called simply "Plates." 


To play "Veil, veil, a Volks," each, 


child took turns "finding" a Volkswagen. 
Each had ten minutes per hour to be the 
watcher. The other two children were the 
confirmers. With the tape recorder run- 
ning, the watcher called out every Volks- 
wagen (it could be played with Mazdas, 
Thunderbirds, etc.) he saw. The con- 
firmers acknowledged with, "Veil, veil." 


A variation of the game was to find as 


many out-of-state auto license plates as 
possible. The watcher called out, "New 
Mexico . . . yellow car." One or both of 
the coiiformers responded with "agree." 


At the end of the day's journey, the 


tape was played. The child with the most 
Volkswagen or license plate finds was re- 
warded with an extra dessert at supper. 


The real reward, from the father's 


point of view, was a peaceful ride. The 
arguing and temper lights that afflict 
most traveling families 
were sig- 


nificantly reduced by the positive al- 


> tentative of talking into a microphone. 


On subsequent trips the children took 


turns at chronicling the events of the trip 
every half hour. In this situation, the 
children assumed their best "radio 
voice" personality and created their own 
five-minute news show. 


Traveling with the tape recorder is 


more than keeping the kids quiet during 
a long drive. It's recording "memory 
lane" sounds — some that may soon be 
lost to the world completely. 


Certain places offer unique opportu- 


nities to record on-the-spot sound souve- 
nirs. San Francisco has its sound; the 
clanging cable cars. New York City has 
the din of the subways. 


The list of sounds to record is as long 


as your imagination. A simple rule of 
thumb to follow is that you can record 
almost anything you can photograph. 


During a camping trip, for example, 


capture the roar of a cascading waterfall 
or water gurgling around a semi-sub- 
merged log. The sound of chopping wood, 
crackling and hissing campfire, or the 
forest at night may be stored for future 
revival. 


You don't have to be a hi-fi expert with 


today's equipment and quality sound 
recording tape. All you need is the com- 
bination of a good battery-operated 
recorder, microphone and cassette tape. 


You usually have only one chance to 


record certain events, so be sure the 
recorder has fresh batteries. If you're in 
doubt about their condition, replace 
them. And, keep spares. 


Should you be planning to stay close to 


home this vacation, as many of us are, 
don't think memorable sounds come only 
from exotic far-away places. That thin 
magnetic tope can immortalize the roar 
of the crowd at the baseball game, the 
sizzle of the burger on the picnic grill, 


the splash of junior's "belly flop" in the 
local pool, or birds singing in your own 
back yard. Most any sound becomes ex- 
citing when singled out and saved on 
tape. 


These original sounds of the action of 


your vacation, when played as back- 
ground for your photo slides or movies, 
add realism and life to the show. And, 
they jog the memory paths in your brain 
to the point where you can almost smell 
the elephant house at the local zoo.

seller tends to aggravate the natural ner- 
vousness of the buyers about intruding 
on the privacy of others, and no amount 
of urging that they make themselves at 
home will make the visitors more com- 
fortable about poking into closets if the 
owner is either hovering over them or 
lurking behind every partition. 


"Even more damaging than this reluc- 


tance to thoroughly probe every nook 
and cranny," adds Caruso, "is the fact 
that the buyers will never express their 
genuine reactions, particularly the nega- 
tive ones, in the owner's presence. And 
the ability to uncover these objections is 
one of the most vital skills of the profes- 
sional salesman. The toughest buyer to 
handle is the one who likes everything 
but buys nothing, while the purchaser 
who airs every complaint enables a com- 
petent salesman to narrow down the 
choices, mitigate some of the problems 
and smooth out the path of the transac- 
tion for both buyer and seller. This is 
difficult to do in the glare of an owners • 
friendliest and most hospitable smile, as 
any experienced Realtor will agree." 


Concludes Caruso, "There was great 


wisdom behind the standard request of 
our old country doctors that the prospec- 
tive father build a fire and boil lots of 
water. It wasn't that the water was 


needed, or even used in most cases, but 
merely a device to spare the doctor from 
the eager assistance of a well-meaning, 
but emotionally involved amateur while 
the professional went about the critical 
task at hand.

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Wrenches solve 
mea?e up 


bike breakdowns 


A simple set of wrenches can make 


you a whiz at bicycle repairs and a safer 


- cyclist. 


Since most bicycles are in good work- 


ing order when they come from the 
store, it's up to the owner to make regu- 
lar check* to keep the equipment in 
working order and thus prevent possible 
mechanical mishaps. 


Bicycles, like cars, need periodic tune- 


ups to (unction at peak performance, ac- 
cording to Dan Stephens, test engineer 
for the Montgomery Ward labs in Chi- 
cago. 


Unlike cars, bicycles are a boon for 


ecology and for saving energy and thus 
may become a major mode of trans- 
portation for 1974. 


. 
Among the bicycle items recommended 


(or monthly inspection are the pedals, 
handle bars, wheels, gears, brakes and 
the seat. Testing includes proper degree 
of tightness, lubrication of parts and bal- 
ance. 


Most of the check-up can be accom- 


plished with a simple flat wrench that 
resembles a lightweight barbell with 
snowflake shapes on the ends Each of 
the eight openings is according to metric 
measure which Is used on most Eu- 
ropean cycles, 


Another useful tool is the six-inch ad- 


justable or crescent wrench which is 
regulated by a screw on the handle, Both 
wrenches slip easily into the bicycle 
saddle bag behind the seat, ready for on- 
the-spot repairs. 


Start inspections with the wheels, Step- 


bens Mid. On the expensive cycles, five- 
and 10-speed models, the front wheel is 
removable so that the owner can take it 
indoors to prevent theft. 


When reassembling the bike, be sure 


the front wheel is tightly locked into 
place. Tighten the axle nuts on both the 
(root and rear wheels. 


Next, examine the pedals to make sure 


they won't come off while you're whizz- 
ing down some street or thru the inter- 
section. 


To prevent losing the kit kstand, make 


sure the bolts are securely fastened. 


Working your way up to the top of the 


cycle, got a grip on the handle bars and 
check two pivot points: the connection of 
the handle bar stem to the central fork 
(to control height of handle bar and the 
alignment of the front wheel) and the at- 
tachment of the handle bar stem to the 
handlebars. 


"Mates sure there is at least two inches 


of the steering stem in the column so it 
will stay securely," Stephens said. 


In states where it is required, install a 


light and a bell, buzzer or horn on the 
handle bars to warn oncoming traffic. In 
Illinois reflectors are a required safety 
item. According to a spokesman for the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission, 
federal regulations are also pending to 
provide a uniform ruling. 


An amber reflector must be attached 


to the front of the bicycle and a red one 


to the rear. They should be squarely 
mounted to reflect the maximum amount 
of light. For extra protection, riders can 
also apply reflective tape to their cloth- 
ing to insure greater visibility by motor- 
ists. 


When positioning the seat, keep in 


mind the height of the rider, Stephens 
cautioned. If the seat is too high, he may 
have to stretch too far or ride in a stand- 
ing position in order to reach the pedals. 
If it is too low, he may bump his knees 
on the handle bars. 


"Don't buy a bike that is too big for a 


child, thinking that he will grow into it," 
said Stephens. Bicycles that are too big 
for the rider are a major cause of in- 
juries, according to the consumer divi- 
sion of the Council of Better Business Bu- 
reaus. 


One of the most popular pastimes, 


cycling attracts an estimated 91.9 million 
enthusiasts in this country alone, notes 
the Bicycle Institute of America. 


On the down trend are the one-speed 


bicycles with the large balloon tires. In 
their stead are the three-five-and 10- 
speed models which require monthly 
rechecking of the brakes and gear appa- 
ratus. 


For the three-speed, put the finger le- 


ver on the handle bars in second or nor- 
mal gear. Move the cable on the rear 
wheel until it lines up with the special 
slot to show proper alignment. Then 
tighten the shift cable. 


To make it easier to work on the gears, 


turn the bike upside down, balanced by 
the seat &nd handle bars, Stephens said. 
With the 10-speed bike, there are two 
sprockets instead of only one. 


With the five-or 10-speed bikes, the 


gear mechanism is called derailleur 
from the French word meaning "to run 
off the rails." Technically, it is a mul- 
tiple set of chains and gears, As the ped- 
als move, or derail, the chain from one 
sprocket changes to another speed. 


A bike without good brakes is dan- 


gerous, just like a runaway car. Unless 
you have coaster brakes, which are stan- 
dard on one-speeds, your brakes will be 
controlled by hand gears and small rub- 
ber stoppers called "brake shoes." 


On a three-speed, these shoes can be 


compared to disc brakes on a car. When 
you apply pressure to the hand brakes, 
the shoes squeeze the rim. 


In making a safety inspection, be sure 


the shoes line up flat with the rim, Step- 
hens said. Also, don't let the handbrake 
levers "bottom out," reach all the way to 
the handle bar grips when squeezed. 


Read the guarantee and instruction 


booklet carefully when you buy a bike so 
that you understand its operation. Check 
to see what repairs or replacements the 
manufacturer or store will be responsibe 
for 


And be careful. Bicycles lead the an- 


nual injury list of Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, with an estimated 
372,000 injuries for 1973. 


Fishermen have sixth sense 
about what weather will bring 


Outdoor sportsmen have a keen inter- 


est in meteorology. Rainfall, tempera- 
ture, barometric pressure, wind shifts 
and other weather phenomenon mean 
more to them than to the rest of the gen- 
eral public. 


The fisherman, for example, might 


scan the sky, spot some high wispy 
clouds, then plan an immediate trip to 
the local fishing hole. His reasoning is 
that cirrus usually indicate fair weather 
and • high or rising barometer, Both are 
signs of good fishing conditions 


Probing this weather business, angling 


experts note that fishermen were close 
observers of the elements long before 
there was a science of meteorology. 


For example, "When the wind's in the 


east, the fish bite least. When the wind's 
in the west the fish bite best. When the 
wind's in the north don't venture forth, 
but a wind in the south blows the hook in 
the fish's mouth." 


TUs old saying originated in the days 


of Izaak Walton and is still just as mean- 
ingful today as it was then. While it's 
true that wind direction doesn't really 
have much of an effect on fishing, it is 
an indication of other factors that do. An 
east wind frequently indicates frontal ac- 
tivity with a low or falling barometer. 
Such a condition puts the fish down and 
makes them inactive. 


West and south winds indicate fair 


weather and good fishing, while a north 
wind frequently means the opposite. 


Temperature affects fish more than 


humans because fish are cold-blooded 
creatures that assume the same body 
temperature as the water around them. 
Consequently, long hot spells put fish into 
deep water where they are difficult to 
locate A week of cool weather in the 
middle of summer brings them into the 
shallows where they feed actively, taking 
lures greedily. 


Fishermen know this and govern their 


actions accordingly. Many of the wisest 
anglers fish late at night in the summer 
because they know that fish feed noctur- 
nally when the water is extremely warm. 


Watching the passage of warm and 


cold fronts is also a favorite trick of 
many fishermen. They carefully scan the 
weather maps in newspapers, and even 
call the weather bureau to find out the 
actual time a strong front will pass. 


For instance, If it's a cold front they'll 


plan to be out on the water in the rain as 
the front goes, by. Good -fishing usually 
occurs then because the barometer is ris- 
ing and the rain washes insects into the 
water to stimulate fish feeding. 


If you're a fisherman that doesn't al- 


ways have "the luck of some other 
guys," maybe you ought to take more of 
an interest in meteorology. Remember, 
whether the fish bite or not might depend 
on the weather! 


Put tires where need is greatest 


If tires are purchased by pairs rather 


thaa by complete sets of four, the new 
pair of Urea should be placed where 
they're needed most — on the rear 
wheels (unless car has front wheel 
drive). 


Motorists who develop problems of the 


front axle because of skidding or dis- 
ablement still have some degree of con- 
trol over the auto with the steering 
wheel. On the other hand, problems on 
the rear axle strip motorists of a means 
to compensate for akids or swerves be- 
fore the vehicle eta be stopped. 


In an Independent study conducted by 


the National Bureau of Standards Office 
of Vehicle Systems Research Institute 


for Applied Technology, safety experts 
found most motorists doing exactly the 
opposite. A significant number of car 
owners place least worn tires on the 
front axle, and the study found that acci- 
dent vehicles have a larger number of 
severely worn tires on the rear axle.

Give the kids 


A safe, healthy summer 


The following was written especially 


for United Press International by Dr. 
James Price, president of the American 
Academy of Family Physicians.) 


By the end of the school year our chil- 


dren are anxious to rush into those activ- 
ities associated with summers and vaca- 
tions. Here are some suggestions to help 
assure that your child's summer is 
healthy, safe and enjoyable. 


IMMUNIZATION: 


This is a good time to check the Immu- 


nization schedule with your family physi- 
cian and bring it up to date. As vacation 
activities frequently result in cuts and 
abrasions of the skin, special attention 
should be paid to tetanus Immunication. 


SUNBURN: 


Be aware of the sun's strength. Even 


on a cloudy day you can get a bad burn. 
To avoid bad sunburns, allow your chil- 
dren exposure to direct sunlight only a 
half hour on the first day at a beach. 
Gradually build up their resistance to 
burns by adding a half hour exposure 
each day. 


DIET: 


The irregularity of vacation activities 


promotes erratic eating times and diets. 
Your child should have a balanced diet 
paying special attention to seasonal 
vegetables that are not easily available 
during the winter. 


ACCIDENTS: 


Increased activity also increases acci- 


dents during the summer. Drownings are 
particularly prevalent. Their occurrences 
can be reduced by following these few 
simple recommendations: 


Insist that the buddy system be used 


for all swimming, water skiing, boating 
and other athletic activities. If one of the 
individuals gets into trouble there is 
someone there to help. 


Anyone in a boat or water skiing 


should be equipped with a properly fit- 
ting life jacket. 


Discourage swimming at night for 


there is inadequate light. 


Teach every child to swim. If you can't 


do this yourself, there are many reason- 
ably priced swimming classes available. 
Check with your local YMCA. 


Don't overload boats. There should be 


one experienced swimmer for each non- 
swimmer in the boat. 


BICYCLING: 


The Increased number of children rid- 


ing bicycles will result in more serious 
bicycle accidents. Follow these tips: 


Be sure your child is reasonably skill- 


ful in controlling the bicycle before, al- 
lowing him in any traffic. 


Insist that he be familiar with common 


traffic regulations. 


Night bicycling should be permitted 


only if the bikes are properly equipped 
with working head lights and reflectors. 


MINIBIKES: 


These must be mentioned, if only to 


condemn. The American Academy of 
Family Physicians and tfie' American 
Academy of Pediatrics have both cate- 
gorically recommended that children 
should not ride minibikes. Crash helmets 
do not offer sufficient protection to offset 
safety hazards inherent to the design of 
these vehicles. 


CAMPING: 


Roughing it has its own set of 'hazards. 


Some tips: 


Well fitting shoes and proper stockings 


should be worn on long hikes. 


Fresh water from streams in most 


cases is unsuitable for drinking unless 
boiled for at least 20 minutes. 


Extra salt intake may be Indicated 


when the weather is hot enough that pro- 
longed perspiring takes place. 


TRAVEL WITH INFANTS: 


Since babies are more susceptible to 


the effects of changes in drinking waiter, 
use of the ready prepared formulas — 
where nothing need 'be added — is often 
advantageous. 


It is not only children who should have 


special preparation for the summer. 
Adults who have spent the winter at 
some relatively sedentary job should 
gradually condition themselves to the in- 
creased activities associated with vaca- 
tions. 


Agencies revamp programs 


to help the world's poor

• For those who think progress is 
an illusion, the charitable organiza- 
tions who clothe the world's poor 
have good news: 


Because of the economic prog- 


ress in many underdeveloped coun- 
tires, the demand for used clothing 
has decreased significantly, while 
more sophisticated needs — for 
sewing supplies, school and health 
kits — are emerging. 


Organizations serving both the 


United States and foreign countries 
also reported that they discard 
clothing which is in disrepair or 
badly soiled. None of the organiza- 
tions contacted by The Herald re- 
pairs clothing or launders it be- 
cause of the expense and the lack 
of such workers. 


All reported a need for clothing 


in good shape and particularly, 
children's clothing. Organizations 
serving countries in Africa and oth- 
er tropical climates need light- 
weight clothing. 


In the States, clothing collected 


by such groups as the Salvation 
Army, Goodwill and Amvets is 
sorted and the good pieces sold in 
resale shops. The proceeds go to 
support various programs, general- 
ly of the self-help nature. 


The Salvation Army and Good- 


will in particular have drastically 
revamped their operations from 
the sheltered employment concept" 
to rehabilitation and training for 
outside employment. 


"We used to employ the handi- 


capped to repair things," Mary 


Duggan of Goodwill explained. 
"Now 
we have eliminated our 


workshop entirely, we do not em- 
ploy the handicapped at all. The 
thrust now is training of the handi- 
capped and disadvantaged for em- 
ployment elsewhere." 


The collection, restoration and 


resale of furniture, appliances and 
other items, as well as the resale 
of clothes, supports this rehabilita- 
tion program and provides training 
in such fields as electronics and 
upholstering. But these jobs are no 
longer ends in themselves. 


Similarly, the alcoholic rehabili- 


tation program of the Salvation 
Army is supported in part through 
the resale of clothing, furniture 
and household items. The rehab 
people, as well as paid employes, 
work in the Army's 18 shops which 
restore the second-hand items — 
except clothes. 


"We can't find the help to do 


clothing repair work," said Major 
William Hasney. He added that the 
condition of clothing donated has 
fallen dramatically in recent years. 
"We get what is left after the rum- 
mage sales," he commented. Also 
in short supply are children's and 
infants' clothing, Hasney said. 


Both organizations have had to 


restrict their truck pickup services 
extensively, due to economic rea- 
sons as well as their changed 
focus. Goodwill trucks service only 
Goodwill collection boxes now, 
while Salvation Army trucks main- 
ly service the boxes but will come 
to your home to pick up a large 
item. 


However, if you have old clothing 


or household articles that do not 
need repairs, the trucks of Amvets 
make regular weekly rounds in the 
northwest suburbs. Anyone may 
request a pickup by calling the or- 
ganization at 821-1434. 


Amvets also sells the items it 


collects in resale shops, with the 
proceeds supporting the Amvets . 
Service Foundation. According to 
John Walsh, the foundation spon- 
sors scholarships and provides ser- 
vice officers to help hospitalized 
veterans in securing veterans' 
benefits. 


Serving the needs of people over- 


seas for over 20 years has been 
Church World Service. This organi- 
zation annually sponsored 
two 


clothing drives, collecting at vari- 
ous designated churches. 


However, with the completion of 


this month's drive, there will be no 
more truck pickups in Illinois. The.i 
organization reports that in addi- 
tion to prohibitive costs to operate 
the trucks, requests for used cloth- 
ing overseas have decreased. 


What is needed now, the group 


says, are infant layettes, ssewing 
kits, school kits, health kits, blan- 
kets, and new clothing — especial- 
ly lightweight children's.

• A plastic bottle of tincture of green 


soap. 


• A package of double-ended cotton 


applicators. 


• A cotton "picker" package.

• An eight-ounce bottle of isopropyl al- 


cohol or 70 per cent grain alcohol for 
skin disinfecting.

Washington? 


This administration has distinguished 


itself in bouncing out people who do their 
jobs too well and with too much prin- 
ciple. Just recently, predictions were 
being made that Richard Simpson, head 
of the Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission, would soon meet his demise if 
he continued to follow such an indepen- 
dent course. He clearly was not adhering 
to the White House game-plan. 


But there has been an ominous silence 


— at least in these parts — where Lewis 
A. Engman, chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission, is concerned. 


Appointed to the post a year ago, Eng- 


man was considered by some consumer- 
ists to be a very "safe" bet for the ad- 
ministration and a loser for consumers. 
He came to the FTC fresh from the 
White House Office of Consumer Affairs. 


One Chicago consumer columnist as 


recently as February was still bemoan- 
ing Engman's appointment, charging 
that "the first thing he did on taking 
over the FTC was to announce that the 
agency would no longer go after the big 
national advertisers." 


However, the FTC under Engman's di- 


rection has been blazing a trail of ever- 
increasing assault on industry. At the 
time the above columnists' piece was 
written, the Engman's FTC had: 


• Ordered eight manufacturers of anti- 


perspirants and deodorants to submit 
substantiation of national advertising. 
themes, and for the first time required 
the material to be summarized in plain 
language; 


• Demanded advertising substantia- 


tion from six auto manufactures, 11 
ahampoo manufacturers, and 14 manu- 
facturers of acne preparations; 


• Launched a massive Investigation of 


funeral directors' pricing practices in the 
District of Columbia, resulting in the dis- 
closure of wide price variations there

and similar investigations nationwide; 


• Obtained its first restraining order, 


Immediately stopping an alleged con- 
sumer deception, under new authority 
granted to the FTC by Congress in No- 
vember; 


• Revised its advertising substantia- 


tion program to shorten the time allowed 
(of businesses to provide data and res- 
cinding its provision for confidentiality of 
such material. 


Since February the FTC has: 
• Expanded its investigation of certain 


hearing aid manufacturers to include the 
entire hearing aid industry, in regard to 
both advertising and anti-trust; 


• Moved to end the traditional prac- 


tice of the drug industry of forbidding 
pharmacies from posting drug prices; 


• Ordered a large land developer to 


refund some $17 million to land buyers 
who allegedly were duped by false adver- 
tising, a move expected to affect the en- 
tire land sales industry; 


• Issued complaints against two pesti- 


cide companies' advertising, establishing 
standards for the entire pesticide In-' 
dustry; 


• Moved to require financial data 


from the 500 largest corporations on the 
basis of their individual lines of business, 
to aid in investigating anti-competitive 
practices; 


• Moved to force regulation of chil- 


dren's advertising on TV; 


Spraying possible solution 
to invasion of clover mites 


Dear Dorothy: Help! I'm being both- 


ered with some tiny black bugs, about 
the size of a -pinhead, seeming to come 
from nowhere. They are near the kitchen 
window and on the counter tops. I have 
no idea what they are or how to get rid 
of them. One thing I don't want to do is 
to use a spray in my kitchen.—Mrs. 
S.L.A. 


Depending on how big the invasion, 


you may have to face the decision of us- 
ing a spray or living with them for a 
time. They sound like clover mites to me 
and there's a chance you might get rid of 
them by vacuuming them up immediate- 
ly. If there are dead leaves and debris 
around the house, it might help to clear 
and spray the area with malathion. 


But if this doesn't help, the only reme- 


dy is to use one of the household sprays 
that contains malathion. Even though 
mites usually show up in the spring, 
they may have been hiberanting in the 
walls all winter. We went through such 
an Invasion about 20 years ago, cleaned 
up (including spraying!) and they never 
came back.

Head lice a spring problem 


In spring head lice sometimes become 


a problem. Usually brought into the 
home by children, lice can spread to oth- 
er members of the family through con- 
taminated brushes, combs, clothing and 
bedding, according to Marjorie C. Bos- 
well. R.N., director of health services for 
the Village of Mount Prospect. 


White not a disease, lice Infestation is 


a nuisance interfering with sleep and 
study, but scratching can cause in- 
fections. 


Head lice are gray and about one-six- 


teenth of an inch long. They look like 
small bumps along the hair and can 


frequently be seen on the nape of the 


neck. 


Preparations to treat lice are sold over 


the counter, but the most effective prepa- 
rations are those recommended by physi- 
cians. 


Lice lay eggs on the hair shafts, and to 


treat them the head should be shampoo- 
ed for at least four minutes, Mowed by 
a fine-tooth, combing, Miss Boswell ex- 
plains. Family members should be ex- 
amined each week and treated if neces- 
sary. Good personal hygiene with 
frequent baths, shampoos and washing of 
clothing will help prevent lice. 


• Proposed to require disclosure of di-

It's ironic that what 
is probably working to consumers' ad- 
vantage in this case is Watergate, which 
has overwhelmed all the normal machin- 
ations in the capital. 


A special 
neighbor-helping-neighbor 


program in 40 Illinois counties is celebra- 
ting its fifth anniversary this year. 


Through the Expanded Food and Nutri- 


tion Program, more than 284 program 
assistants, most of them homemakers in 
the area where they work, carry infor- 
mation about good nutrition directly into 
the homes of their neighbors. They also 
work with community leaders and young 
people in clubs and classes. 


County Extension advisers in EFNEP 


program counties — who, in turn, are 
•helped by program leaders and special- 
ists at the University of Illinois — re- 
cruit, train and supervise the program 
assistants, and provide materials and 


teaching aids. 


PROGRAM ASSISTANTS, in general, 


teach principles of good nutrition. They 
also share recipes with low-cost in- 
gredients, show how to prepare foods, 
and help with food shopping. 


They also help homemakers adapt 


principles of good nutrition and food-dol- 
lar budgeting to individual preferences, 
tastes and life styles. The assistants of- 
ten cooperate with other local agencies 
that can help improve the families' 
health and well-being. 


The EFNEP program Is conducted in 


Illinois by the University of Illinois Coop- 
erative Extension Service in cooperation 
with the U.S. Department of Agriculture.

• Look through three pattern books be- 


fore deciding. 


• Spend $2 to $5 on a child's garment, 


$5 to $15 on a garment for yourself. 


• Rate the major pattern companies in 


this order: Simplicity, McCall's, Butter- 
ick, Vogue. 


• Rate polyester knits as your favorite 


fabric to sew, velvet as least favorite. 


• Sew mostly with polyester thread 


and a No. 14 needle. 


• Cut out on the dining or kitchen 


table, rather than a cutting board. 


• Own a sewing machine and three 


pairs of scissors. 


• Love to browse in fabric stores. 
• Sew for your home as well as your- 


self and family, 


• Are young (under 45), educated 


(high school and better) and fairly well- 
heeled ($10,000 or better). 


This in-depth profile of today's typical 


sewer is the essence of a hefty analysis 
done by the Ladies' Home Journal Read- 
er Reaction Bureau under the direction 
of Mary Powers, a senior editor of the 
magazine. The Bureau is probably the 
country's top authority on the habits, ac- 
tivities and motivations of the American 
woman. It conducts about 50 of these ex- 
haustive surveys a year (one each week) 


in every consumer field. 


Asked their chief reason for sewing, 85 


per cent of the women in the survey 
mentioned economy. But, according to 
Mary Powers, motivation is a trendy, 
subjective, even slippery subject. 


"People offer the 'in' motivation," 


says Mary. "A few years ago, it was 
fashionable to be creative and do your 
own thing, so that's the reason everyone 
gave for sewing. Now, it's fashionable to 
worry about money and inflation, so ev- 
eryone says they sew to save money. The 
real truth of the matter is that they are 
sewing because they want to." 


SEWING'S LEADING manufacturer, 


Singer, reports that 52 million women 
want to and credits the interest to better 
machines, new teaching methods, easier 
patterns and new fabrics, which combine 
to inspire the sewer to greater achieve- 
ment. 


"Nonsense!" retorts Mary Powers. 


"The market responds to the consumer, 
not the other way around." 


As in any well-developed popular activ- 


ity, there are subtrends, the secondary 
plots which enrich the main story line. A 
couple of years ago, everyone was sew- 
ing lingerie. Then it was sewing for men 
— remember the Christmas of the neck- 
tie7 At the moment, it's the men who are 
adding excitement to the sewing scene. 
Boys are winning sewing contests, men 
are stitching up a storm for themselves 
and their wives, and Singer has started a 
menswear sewing course. 


ACCORDING TO THE Journal survey, 


there's growing interest in sewing for the 
home. Of the women queried, 93 per cent 
had at some time made curtains or drap- 
eries; about half had done slipcovering 
or upholstering. Asked what type of in- 
formation they would like to have, they 
led off with curtains and draperies. 


There's good reason for this. Nearly all 


the women surveyed have another nee- 
dlecraft skill — embroidery, needlepoint, 


~ crewel, macrame, quilting, rug-hooking, 
knitting, crocheting — you name it. 
These crafted items are largely home- 
oriented, and it's a short step from nee- 
dlepointing a cushion to stitching a 
slipcover to serve as a background for 
that cushion. Thus, sewing for the home 
is an inevitable and logical outgrowth of 
the crafts explosion, and looks like the 
next big push in the $3 billion sewing 
market. 


No matter what the home sewers ask 


for next — ultrasonic sewing machines, 
self-adjusting patterns, even more mira- 
culous fabrics — you may be sure the 
industry will listen. To paraphrase the 
Journal's fine old motto, "Never under- 
estimate the power of 52 million women- 
who-sew."

Men may now be admitted to full 


membership status in the League of 
Women Voters. 


This change of policy, passed by a vote 


of 969 to 433, was the highlight of the 31st 
national convention of the League of 
Women Voters of the United States, held 
in San Francisco May 6-10. Mrs. Char- 
lotte Storer, a delegate of the Des 
Plaines LWV, was among the 1,500 
League members attending. 


Reviewing the accomplishments of the 


convention, Mrs. Storer reports that dele- 
gates adopted a national program for the 


next two years and elected new officers 
and members of the national board for 
that period. 


In addition to continuing study and ac- 


tion on such problems as solid waste 
management, land use policies and inter- 
national trade problems, it was decided 
to extend the study of the U.S. Congress 
to include the executive branch. The 
study will be conducted by an energy 
task force made up of national board 
members and non-board members of the 
League of Women Voters of the United 
States.

Organic fertilizing emulates nature 
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If April showers bring May flowers, 


what do May showers bring? Lots of de- 
layed gardeners cursing the rain, and a 
good deal of rotted-out seeds for early 
bird gardeners. 


Hope this past weekend of sunshine 


and good weather dried out your garden 
enough to get the rest of the stuff tucked 
into the ground. 


Here are some winning combinations 


of vegetable garden fertilizer recipes to 
help you catch up on your growing: 


• For 10x10 foot plot: Compost — 


enough to cover with one to three inches 
deep, plus three-quarters pound of rock 
phosphate dust (NOT superphosphate), 
plus one and one-quarter pound of wood 
ashes. Mix and apply three ingredients. 


Or three bushels of well rotted barn- 


yard manure, one and one-half pounds of 
greensand and three-quarters pound of 
rock phosphate dust. 


• For lawn fertilizer: (to cover 200 


square feet of lawn) three and one-quar- 
ter pounds of Milorganite (activated 
sludge), plus four pounds of granular 
Seaborn seaweed, plus one and one-half 
pounds of steamed bone meal. Mix to- 
gether and apply with spreader. 


• For house plants: Five tablespoons 


of fish emulsion, phis one teaspoon of to- 
bacco dust, plus one tablespoon of bone 
meat, plus one tablespoon of wood ashes. 
Mix ingredients together and add to five 
gallons of water, pour into a sprinkling 
can to water the soil (not the leaves) of 
house plants. The tobacco dust in the 
mix will do away with soil-borne insects, 
too. 


If you are missing some of the in- 


gredients and can't find them in your lo- 
cal garden supply store, perhaps you can 
pick up one of these blends for gardens: 


• Four parts coffee grounds, one part 


bonemeal, one part wood ashes (from 
fireplace) 


• One part dried blood, two parts bone 


meal, three parts wood ashes.

Watch how sun 
shines on you 


You've heard the warning: Don't try to 


get the toastiest tan of all the first day 
you go for your place in the sun. 


Do you heed the caution? You should 


— to avoid sun poisoning, painful sun- 
burn or even more severe burning from 
a combination of sun and wind. 


Medical authorities suggest you begin 


the first day with about IS to 20 minutes 
of exposure — especially if it is between 
the hours of 11 a.m. and 2 p.m., when the 
sun is hottest. 


Too much exposure to the sun also 


may cause sunstroke or heat prostration. 
Anyone can be affected but older per- 
sons, persons with high blood pressure, 
and chronic drinkers are most likely to 
be affected, according to an American 
Medical Association book on recreation 
relaxation, 


The advice includes: 
"Usually sunstroke or heat prostration 


can be prevented by wearing head cov- 
erings in hot sun, avoiding strenuous ex- 
ercise on hot days, wearing light, loose 
clothing, and avoiding too much to eat or 
drink. Take sufficient liquids and salt 
foods freely." (UPI)

YOU'LL NOTICE that the above fer- 


tilizer recipes were all organic mate- 
rials. Since the elements that'plants need 
to make food are chemical elements, 
some people think it doesn't make any 
difference whether a plant is fed these 
elements in chemical or organic form. 
But this is the way I view it: 


People are made up of chemical ele- 


ments too: 65 per cent oxygen, 18 per 
cent carbon, 10 per cent hydrogen, 3 per 
cent nitrogen, 1% per cent calcium, 1 per 
cent phosphorus, and 1% per cent of oth- 
er elements. Does it matter to you 
whether you eat a steak or just swallow 
a pill containing the nutrients supplied in 
a steak? 
/ 


Chemical plant food is soluble (easily 


dissolved and absorbed). Organic fertili- 
zers are not — they are slow-release. 
The difference is that plants are used to 
getting their food through insoluble 
sources in nature. Organic gardening 
tries to emulate nature's own way. 


WITH ORGANIC fertilizers, the plant 


takes up elements only as it needs them. 
With chemicals, the plant is force-fed. 
This can lead to trouble in the soil by 
unbalancing the soil's nutrient supply. 
That's why too much chemical fertilizer 
can burn and sometimes even kill a plant 
if over-applied. The same is not true of 
organic fertilizer. You could put a ton of 
well-rotted compost on your backyard 
vegetable plot and have nothing but rob- 
ust and healthy rutabagas, for example. 
But put a ton of chemical fertilizer on 
the same size plot and you would find the 
plot demolished, defoliated, destroyed! 


Another point for the case of organic 


fertilizer is that in the manufacture of 
chemical fertilizers various acids and 
other processing chemicals are used. 
These things build up in the soil over the 
years and eventually change the struc- 
ture and tilth, creating a hardpan — that 
crusty, impenatrable, caked top layer — 
suitable only for growing bricks!

Benefits basis: 
average earnings 


1 have always wondered how you fig- 


ure the amount of a person's monthly 
Social Security check. I have often heard 
that It Is based on the person's last five 
years' work. Is this true? 


No. A person's benefit is based on his 


average Social Security earnings. Gener- 
ally, the period of years used starts with 
1951 and continues until the year the in- 
dividual reaches retirement age or be- 
comes disabled. 


I signed up for Social Security dis- 


ability about one year ago and was 
turned down because they said I wasn't 
disabled enough. Now I understand dis- 
abled persons might qualify under your 
new Supplemental Security Income Pro- 
gram. Would I have to be just as dis- 
abled to get paid under the new program 
as for the regular Social Security dis- 
ability benefits? 


Yes. the Severity requirements are the 


same. Under both programs a person Is 
considered "disabled" if he has a physi- 
cal or mental impairment which pre- 
vents 'him from doing any substantial 
gainful work and is expected to last for 
at least 12 months.

My mother, who is 67 years old Is re- 


ceiving $100 per month widow's benefits 
under Social Security. She has no other 
Income, lives alone In a rented apart- 
ment, and lias nothing In the way of as- 
sets or resources. Would she be eligible 
for anything under the new Supplemental 
Security Income program?

Barbecued ribs for rainy days, too

While Memorial Day marks the onset 


of outdoor cooking and entertaining, the 
weather doesn't always comply. 


You needn't depend on climatic condi- 


tions with Mrs. Dick Klarchek's delicious 
barbecued ribs. They have a barbecue 
flavor from a tangy sauce, yet are baked 
in the oven. The ribs can also be done on 
the outdoor grill, basted frequently with 
the sauce. In either case, Jan Klarchek 
recommends simmering them in water 
first which cooks out most of the fat. 
Oven baked potatoes and a tossed salad 
are ideal accompaniments. During sum- 
mer months sweet corn is a welcome ad- 
dition to this menu. 


An elegant dessert for summer menus 


is Jan's Raspberry Souffle. This refrig- 
erator dessert is molded in a souffle dish 
with a collar. Pretty pink color and light 
texture make it especially refreshing, ac- 
cording to Jan. 


Another of this cook's hot weather spe- 


cialties is a meal-in-one salad. It consists 
of green beans, macaroni, parsley and 
tuna mixed with Italian dressing. This 
much can be done in the morning to en- 
hance the flavor of the salad and free the 
cook from the kitchen for the remainder 
of the day.'Just before mealtime, to- 
matoes are added and the salad is gar- 
nished with wedges of hard-cooked eggs. 
Jan serves it with blueberry 
muffins 


made from a mix. She has also found the 
salad useful for lunch when entertaining 
weekend guests. 


A LUNCHEON OR Sunday night sup- 


per popular with her children, Jay, 12, 
Ann, 9, and Susan, 5, is corn chowder 
accompanied by corned beef-wiches. The 
heart (but not heavy) soup made with 
creamstyte corn and diced potatoes has a 
nice consistency and a tasty flavor from 
onions and bacon. 


Packaged crescent rolls are used to 


make the unique beef-wiches. The dough 
is rolled up with a combination of 
chopped corned beef, Cheddar cheese 
and mayonnaise seasoned with pickle 
relish, onion and Worcestershire sauce. 
These can be prepared about two hours 
ahead and baked in muffin tins before 
serving. They look as appealing as they 
taste, and Jan has also served them with 
great success as hors d'oeuwes with 
cocktails. 


The Klarcheks have lived in Creekside, 


Rolling Meadows, for the past five years. 
A new member of Countryside Auxiliary 
of Illinois Childrens Home and Aid 
Society, Jan also takes courses in interi- 
or design at Harper College, tennis les- 
sons and enjoys gardening and needle- 
work. 


OVEN BARBECUED RIBS 


4 pounds pork spare ribs, 


cut into serving size pieces 


1 tablespoon butter 
1 cloVe garlic, minced 
% cup catsup 
1/3 cup chili sauce 


2 tablespoons brown sugar 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 
1 tablespoon prepared

frozen raspberries, thawed 


2 envelopes unfavored gelatin

Make a foil collar around souffle dish 


about 3-lnches higher than the dish. Set 
aside. 


In covered blender at low speed, blend 


raspberries until smooth. Strain into me- 
dium saucepan; discard seeds. Sprinkle 
gelatin evenly over liquid. Cook over low 
heat, stirring until dissolved. Remove 
from heat; stir in % cup sugar, lemon 
juice and salt. Chill, stirring occasion- 
ally, just until mixture is consistency of 
unbeaten egg whites, about 20 minutes. 


In large bowl with mixer at high 


speed, beat whites until foamy. Gradu- 
ally add 
3/4 cup sugar, beating until 


whites are stiff and glossy. Gently fold 
into raspberry mixture. 


In small bowl at medium speed, beat 


1% cups whipping cream until soft peaks 
form. Fold into raspberry mixture. Pour 
into souffle dish and refrigerate until 
firm, at least four hours. 


To serve, run spatula dipped in hot wa- 


ter around collar to loosen. Remove col- 
lar. 


In small bowl, at medium speed, beat 


remaining % cup cream with one table- 
spoon sugar until soft peaks form. Use to 
garnish souffle. Makes 10 servings.

Study reveals prices changed shopping habits 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Grocery list-making is up 74 per cent. 


Menu-planning has doubled. Cents-off 
coupon clipping has risen to 59 per cent, 
a one-third increase in only 12 months. 


The traditional Saturday grocery shop- 


ping trip has fallen victim to the gas 
shortage. A survey of shopping habits 
shows almost seven in ten consumers 
now do their major marketing on Thurs- 
day or Friday in case stations are out of 


gas by the weekend. 


Results of the survey by Home Testing 


Instittte for Progressive Grocery are 
summarized in the magazine's 41st an- 
nual report of the grocery industry. 


A special panel of 500 housewives was 


selected whose households represent the 
family population of the United States. 


What emerges from the statistics is a 


consumer who spontaneously changed 
her shopping habits in the face of runa- 
way food prices and fuel shortages. 


Selecting the best buys 


at fresh produce counters 


Late spring and summer are the best 


times to use fresh produce in everyday 
menus. Most stores have good supplies 
and, although prices will exceed last 
year's, produce is always a good buy nu- 
tritionally. 


Fresh fruits and vegetables do require 


careful handling at home. Prdduce wil- 
ting in the refrigerator is not a good buy 
in any terns. 


If you con't have storage room or 


enough freezer space to stock up on fresh 
fruits and vegetables, buy only what 
you're going to use in the next three to 
five days. Most produce won't stay fresh 
much longer than that. However, buy as 
many potatoes and onions as you'll use 
id tffd weeb. Store both in a cool, dry 
place. Store potatoes in « paper, not 
plastic bag. 


For a change of pace in salads, along 


with a Vitamin A boost, use escarole, 
chicory and spinach instead of iceberg 
lettuce. As •another lettuce-and-tomatoes 
alternative, consider making coleslaw. 
Cabbage, a good source of Vitamin C, is 
readily available, reasonably priced and 
goes a long way. Use half a head for 
coleslaw, half for cooked cabbage, or 
several outer leaves for rolled cabbage 
in tomato sauce. 


FOR LONGER-lasting, fresher tasting 


vegetables, don't wash them until you're 
ready to use them. Tomatoes and cucum- 
bers get moldy and rot.

Assorted tips from a produce mer- 


chant include the following: To get the 
most juice out of lemons and limes, let 
the skin start to shrivel a bit; then 
squeeze. Buy fresh carrots in a bag, not 
with the greens since the greens absorb 
water from the carrots. When buying 
eggplants, look for firm, shiny ones. 
Brown spots may indicate bitterness. 
However, brown spots on other vege- 
tables such as green peppers, have no 
effect on the teste. To tell a ripe canta- 
loupe, feel the end opposite the stem. It 
should be soft to the touch, with a sweet 
smell. 


If you're picking grapefruits and or- 


anges individually, select the heaviest 


rones. They're generally much juicier 
than the light weight ones.

Hearty French beef stew 
is dish without pretension 


Few countries are without some form 


of a stew which began as a peasant's 
dish and is now accepted as a glorious 
discovery by those who like good, basic, 
properly seasoned dishes. These are 
dishes without pretension which evolved 
as the housewives threw whatever vege- 
tables were in season in the pot. 


In southeast France, the sunny light- 


hearted Provence offers a profusion of 
fresh vegetables. From here comes a 
Ragout Mistral whicih has the basic in- 
gredients of garlic, tomatoes and olives 
— and then whatever ingredients the 
cook wants to add. 


Those who want to serve a wine with 


this stew may follow the example of the 
Provencal homemaker who often uses a 
dry white wine to prepare this dish, and 
serves a dry white wine — not red — 
with it. Suitable would be a Meursault 
from south of Beaune, for example. 


Iced tea and lemondade devotees will 


find their summer favorites also go with 
this hearty French import. For dessert 
serve cheese and local fresh fruit in sea- 
son. 


A freeze to enjoy 


If you've taken advantage of retail 


beef specials and stocked the freezer at 
bargain prices, now you can enjoy the 
savings. 


Generally, it is easier to thaw meat 


before cooking it. However, situations 
arise when you haven't done that. The 
obvious answer is to go ahead and cook 
the beef frozen. If you follow a couple of 
simple pointers, it makes the task easier. 


Obviously, you must allow more time 


for frozen meat to cook: the meat must 
thaw before it even begins to cook. How 
much more time depends upon the size, 
shape, and thickness of the meat. A good 
rule of thumb is to allow one-third to one- 
half again as long for roasts. However, 
when braising frozen pot roasts or thick 
frozen steaks, allow about the same 
cooking time as for defrosted cuts. 


If you broil frozen cuts, keep the meat 


further from the heat so that it doesn't 
get overly brown before the inside is 
cooked. 


If you prefer not to leave meat out to 


thaw, it can be safely defrosted in the 
refrigerator. Then cook it as you would 
fresh meat. 


Frozen meat combination dishes are 


best when reheated without thawing. If it 
is in a watertight container, partially 
thaw it in lukewarm water for a few 
minutes. This will make it easy to re- 
move from he container. 


Complete thawing of meat combination 


dishes at room temperature may pro- 
mote growth of dangerous bacteria and 
is not recommended for commercially or 
home-prepared food of (Ms type. 


RAGOUT MISTRAL 


(French Beef StewK 


% cup butter 
1 clove garlic, chopped 
1 cup chopped shallots, leeks

Worried about the scarc- 
ity of gas, they do less shopping around 
and tend to patronize only one shopping 
center instead of several, They make 
fewer visits and buy more per visit. 


The majority of women felt they were 


not being given accurate information 
about the seriousness of the energy 
crisis. Most blamed the gas shortage on 
oil companies and U.S. government plan-

An 
off-flavor is produced by the mold 
growth in the tissue even though proper 
processing kills potential spoilage organ- 
isms.

Cholesterol research 


Recent research at Texas A & M Uni- 


versity indicates that high production 
commercial laving hens produce eggs 
lower in cholesterol than the 'barnyard 
hen. 


The studies showed high cholesterol 


eggs had the best hatchability, however. 


Frozen chickens that weigh three 


pounds or less defrost in about two hours 
at refrigerator temperature. To thaw at 
room temperature, allow two to three 
hours per pound for whole chickens, or 
one and one half to two hours per pound 
for smaller parts. 


Uncooked chicken can be stored safely 


at average freezer temperature for a 
year. 


Ground beet, up 10 cents, and frozen ocean perch fillets, up fiv»«ente, 


accounted for the largest average price increases this week, according to 
a market survey on Friday. Pork chops also rose three cents from Monday 
to Friday of last week. Bacon and whole broiler-fryers remained the same 
price per pound. 


American processed cheese declined six cents; Grade A, large eggs 


were down five cents. One-cent declines were noted for milk and butter on 
Friday.. 


Fruit and vegetable prices remained stable with two exceptions — 


celery, up three cents, and orange juice concentrate, down two cents. 


Spaghetti increased three cents, but other cereals and dry groceries 


surveyed remained close to stable.

Easy shrimp pie is elegant entree 


If you, like many homemakers today, 


are also a full-time career person, the 
chances are that you have little time for 
elaborate cooking preparation for either 
family dining or entertaining. The big 
question usually is how to serve foods 
that are nourishing and satisfying, and, 
on occasion, fancy and fabulous as well. 


Fortunately shrimp is once again in 


good supply. These little crustaceans are 
good beginners, smooth go-betweens, and 
are easily souped up, tossed, or prepared 
to reign at breakfast, brunch, lunch, din- 
ner, or snack time. Shrimp contains a 
high amount of quality protein, Is an ex- 
cellent source of many essential trace 
minerals, and has small amounts of sev- 
eral vitamins, such, as B2, B6, B12, and 
niacin. 


Shrimp Pie, an elegant entree is easy 


to prepare and requires little cooking. 
The shrimp reign in a savory'mixture of 
sauteed onion, celery soup, and mush- 
rooms, subtly seasoned with Worcester- 
shire sauce and pepper. Mashed po- 
tatoes, highlighted with parsley, form the 
pie crust for the shrimp mixture, and 
melted butter or margarine and paprika 
add color and flavor to the potatoes be- 
fore baking.

Wine leads the wet revolution

When cocktail guests begin asking 'for 


wine or an apertif instead of a martini 
or scotch highball, don't panic. It's just a 
sign of a wet revolution on the party 
front. 


In many parts of the nation Americans 


increasingly are showing "a preference 
for wines and wine products instead of 
hard liquor on festive occasions, making 
wine the fastest-growing of all consumer 
products in popularity. 


The trend embraces the entire gamut 


of society, from the rich with their 
Rothschild Bordeaux to the less than af- 
fluent who experiment with $12 wine- 
making kits that can make any man his 
own vintner. 


"The Waldorf-Astoria is selling more 


wine and more American wine — which 
is getting better all the time — than ever 
before," said Eugene Scanlan, director 
of food and beverages at the famous ho- 
tel. "The wine and cheese party is here 
to stay, even in the case of conventions." 


New York has a dozen winetasting 


membership clubs, some with as many 
as 20 branches. Memberships run from 
$15 to $150 a year for the privilege of 
weekly tastings, a newsletter, lectures, 
seminars and vineyard junkets. 


This booming passion for the grape can 


be attributed to a variety of stimuli-in- 
creased travel to Europe where wine is 
an everyday experience, the dietary at- 
traction of wine's low caloric content, 25 
calories an ounce, and the preference of 
youth for lighter beverages. It is no se- 
cret that marijuana users find tripping 
with wine — especially those cheap, 
fruity California,"pop" wtoes — is pref- 
erential to smoking with liquor. 


"Pot has definitely gotten people more 


involved with table wines, but that is 
only a part of the story," said Dan Mi- 
rassou, fifth generation of a wine-making 
family in California, the state that sup- 
plies 73.9 per cent of the wine consumed 
in the United States. "Most people sim- 
ply have come to wine drinking as part 
of affluent living."

So great is the demand for quality 


wines that the price of European imports 
— representing' 11.8 per cent of the 
American market — is beginning to soar 
out of sight. The prime wine-growing soil 
of France, in Burgundy and Bordeaux, 
has a production that cannot be. in- 
creased no matter how many new con- 
noisseurs demand its treasured vintages. 


Pouilly Fuisse, a popular French wine 


that sold for $2 a decade ago, now sells

Illusion of broiled steak 
from economical pot roast 


While cuts of beef remain high in 


price, pot roasts are among your best 
bets. This recipe may be prepared either 
outdoors or in your broiler and gives 
guests a version of broiled steak which is 
surprisingly tender and very flavorful. 


Purchase a pot roast of 4 to 5 pounds. 


Boneless cuts will be more economical if 
you choose chuck. Put the roast in a 
large baking dish. Sprinkle each side 
generously with MSG or other unsea- 
soned meat tenderizer and allow to stand 
for 1 hour. 


In a 1-cup measure put l tablespoon 


lemon juice, 2 tablespoons brown sugar, 
2 dashes tabasco sauce, 1 tablespoon 
bourbon (or sweet vermouth), V* tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce. Stir until 
sugar is dissolved. Now add soya sauce 
to make a full cup of marinade. 


Pour this over the roast and allow to 


marinate 3 hours, although overnight will 
be even better. When ready to cook have 
a hot charcoal fire or high temperature 
on the broiler. Sear roast for 10 minutes 
on each side, basting frequently with the 
marinade. 


Move roast farther away from heat on 


an outdoor cooker or reduce temperature 
on broiler to 350 and cook 15 minutes on 
each side, again basting frequently. This 
will produce a steak which is slightly

pink on the inside. If you like it more 
rare, reduce second stage cooking time 
to 10 minutes per side. Slice meat across 
the grain and as thinly as possible. 
Serves 6 with some left for slicing next 
day to make cold sandwiches. 


A LIGHT AND colorful salad with the 


beef is Assiniboine Jellied Cucumber Sal- 
ad, a favorite in Manitoba, Canada. Dis- 
solve 1 package lime gelatin in % cup 
hot water. Add V4 cup lemon juice and 1 
teaspoon onion juice. Allow to cool and 
set partially. 


Add 1 cup peeled and chopped cucum-

Equip kitchen to fit your life style

A smart bride outfits her first kitchen 


as carefully 
as she chooses her 


trousseau. 


The pots and pans she selects can 


make cooking easy or hard and, in some 
cases, good or bad. Like a carefully cho- 
sen wardrobe, a kitchen should fit its 
owner's life style and budget. 


The following suggestions are Intended 


particularly for families with small 
kitchens and budgets to match. 


Choose versatile pots, pans and other 


cooking utensils. Pick a double boiler 
whose top section can be used as an oven 
casserole. Many enameled metal ones 
have plastic handles and knobs that are 
safe at oven temperatures up to 400 de- 
grees. Check the hangtag on the display 
model to be sure. 


Souffle dishes also are a good choice 


for small storage space. They can be 
used not just for souffles but also for oth- 
er casserole dishes, bread puddings and 
baked custards. They make attractive 
salad bowls and serving dishes. When a 
lid is needed, use aluminum foil. 


A medium sized lasagna pan is a bet- 


ter buy than an ordinary open roaster. It 
can be used for a wide variety of casse- 
roles that need a shallow container. You 
can bake a sheet cake in it. Or add a 
small, oval rack to convert it to a roast- 
ing pan for a two and one half to three 
and one half pound chicken, a three 
quarter pound boneless roast, half a pork 
loin or a half leg of lamb. 


Three skillets with tight fitting lids are 


advisable. A seven-or eight-inch one can 
be used to fry or scramble eggs, make a 
small omelet or cook small amounts of 
vegetables in very little water. It's also 
big enough for a couple of hamburgers, 
chops or split hot dogs. A 10-inch skillet 
usually will hold four chops or burgers 
for pan broiling. Like the smaller skillet, 
it can also be used for cooking vege- 
tables. A 12-inch skillet is useful for fry- 
ing chicken and making chili, shallow 
casserole dishes and some main dishes 
containing chicken parts. 


If you don't like to eat leftovers, one or 


more small saucepan are necessary. 
Small quantities of food cook best in con- 
tainers just large enough to hold them. A 


little food cooked in a large pan general- 
ly requires more liquid than a recipe 
calls for. 


You'll need a six-or eight-quart dutch 


oven for boiling macaroni products and 
corn and making large quantities of chili 
or stew for parties. 


Small and medium sized cookie sheets 


with raised sides can be used to finish 
brown and serve rolls and bread or for 
baking a large amount of chicken parts 
at one time. If you rarely bake muffins, 
skip muffin pans and use disposable 


Conserve with 130 volt bulbs 


A delicate balance exists between light 


and life of incandescent light bulbs in re- 
lation to wattage, notes Dorothy Goss, 
University of Illinois Extension family 
economics specialist. 


A "standard" type bulb should be used 


where large amounts of light are needed 
- such as with reading, sewing, or other 
close work. Where replacement con- 
venience is a factor, as with high ceiling 
fixtures, stairwells, closets, or porch ceil- 
ings, a "longer life" type butt) might be 
used although it produces about 8 to 10 
per cent less light. 


Consumers who chouse to use longer- 


life bulbs of a higher wattage will pay 
double, Miss Goss adds. Electricity costs 
increase with higher wattage, the bulb 
itself costs more, and the energy drain is 
increased. 


Another conservation or convenience 


possibility would be to use 130-volt bulbs. 
It is possible to use 130-volt bulbs in the 
average 120-volt home circuit: 130-volt 
bulbs last three times longer, they pro- 
duce 24 per cent less light and they use 
12 per cent less electricity. 


Although 130-volt bulbs aren't readily 


available at local retail or grocery 
stores, they can be obtained at many 
electrical supply houses or outlets.

Miami trip from developer

Wheeling Building Director William 


Bieber admitted on a state-required eth- 
ics form that he received gifts valued 
at more than $500 last year from Pekin 
Corp., a major developer. 


The admission was noticed by Village 


Mgr. George Passolt before the ethics 
forms for village officials were filed at 
the county clerk's office, but Passolt 
failed to take any action, He said 
Wednesday he did not realize the nature 
of Bleber's admission. 


Bieber was indicted Jan. 31 by a feder- 


al grand jury on 14 counts, among them 
a charge that he and former Democratic 
committeeman James Stavros extorted a 
Miami vacation for Bieber from Pekin 
Corp. in return for building and zoning 
favors. 


BIEBER TOLD THE Herald Wednes- 


day that the gift from Pekin listed on his 
ethics statement was the Miami trip. 


"That was the trip I had. There was no 


secret about it. Hell, you people played 
that up in the paper enough," said Bie- 
ber, who is being treated at Lutheran 
General Hospital for a back ailment. 


Bieber referred to Herald articles 


which outlined the 14 charges brought 
against him when he was indicted. He is 
one of six former and present Wheeling 
and Cook County officials indicted follow- 
ing a year-long federal probe into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. Two of 
the six,' both co-defendants in cases with 
Bieber, have already pleaded guilty. 


According to a government bill of par- 


ticulars, Ben Pekin, president of the Pe- 
kin Corp., was directed to provide the 
Florida vacation by Stavros, former

Board of health backs local blood drive 


The Wheeling Board of Health has en- 


dorsed the Wheeling Community Blood 
Plan in an effort to attract donors to this 
weekend's drawing. 


The Wheeling Jaycees, sponsors of the 


program, have scheduled a special drive 
at Wheeling High School Saturday and 
Sunday in an effort to salvage the pro- 
gram. Following the last blood drawing 
in April, the Jaycees said they would 
cancel the two-year-old program if 700 
pints of blood are not collected by the 
end of the year. 


This figure represents about four per 


cent of the Wheeling population, the 
amount nationally estimated to cover all 
zlood replacement needs. 


AFTER TWO drawings, the Jaycees 


collected 230 pints of blood, less than a 
third of the amount needed to meet the 
700-plnt quota. Originally only four draw- 
ings had been scheduled for the year. 


Arthur Applequlst, chairman of the 


board of health, said his board decided to 
sanction the blood program as part of its 


program to make the board of health 
more active in the community, 


"We felt that it was a very good cause, 


and they are not making the quota," Ap- 
plequist said. "I don't know if you can 
blame it on the lack of interest of the 
people, or if people don't know how im- 
portant it is. We just felt that one of the 
first things we could do is get behind 
some of these community programs." 


This weekend's drive is designed to 


bring the blood collection back in line 
with the drawing schedule. "We're hop- 
ing to hit about 200 pints of blood at 
least," said program chairman James 
Bronson, "I don't want anything less 
than 200." 


Without the additional blood drawing, 


the Jaycees would have to collect over 
200 pints of blood at each of the remain- 
ing two scheduled drives. The drawings, 
however, have been attracting a little 
more than 100 persons each.

Zoners reverse policy 
on vacant gas stations 


The Wheeling Zoning Board of appeals 


reversed its stand against allowing va- 
cant gas stations to be reopned by rec- 
ommending gas-station zoning for prop- 
erty at 434 S, Milwaukee Ave. 


The zoning was requested by William 


Alexander, who recently remodeled a va- 
cant gas station just north of the new site 
for a tire store. Alexander said he pur- 
chased the property at the southwest cor- 
ner of Milwaukee and Jeffery avenues 
because there are no gas stations in the 
immediate area. 


"I thought operating it as a gas station 


would be a service to the community," 
Alexander told the zoning board, 


IN THE FALL of 1972, the zoning 


board recommended denying gas station 
zoning for the property after the Phillips 
Petroleum Co. asked to reopen the aban- 
doned station. Zoning board members at 
that time said they had no guarantee the 
station would not become an eyesore and 
said it did not fit in with village plans to 
upgrade Milwaukee Avenue. 


In November, 1972, the zoning board 


also recommended denying gas station 
zoning for the abandoned Enco station at 
352 S. Milwaukee Ave. Members again 


cited efforts to upgrade Milwaukee Ave- 
nue in denying this zoning request. 


Zoning board members noted Alexan- 


der's efforts to improve the northwest 
corner of Milwaukee and Jeffery avenues 
when he opened the Cosmos Tire Corp. in 
an abandoned gas station. Alexander 
said he would make similar improve- 
ments to the gas station on the southwest 
corner of the intersection. 


IN VOTING to approve the zoning 


request, zoning board member Alan Mar- 
tin said it would be different if a major 
oil company were seeking the zoning. 


"I would be concerned only if a major 


oil company owned it," Martin said, not- 
ing that Alexander will be directly re- 
sponsible as owner of the station. 


Alexander said he has no guarantee 


that he will be able to find a gasoline 
supplier because of the energy crisis. He 
said he has applied to the Federal Ener- 
gy Commission to be assigned a supplier. 
He said if he cannot get gas, he will op- 
erate the station as an auto clinic. 


Zoning board members Ed Slepicka 


and Hugh Sommerfeld were absent. All 
other zoning commissioners voted in fa- 
vor of the request. 


only 140 pints of blood at each drawing. 
"It's an attempt to bring us up to equal 
at this point," Bronson said. 


According to Bronson, the blood plan 


has saved residents over $2,000 in blood 
replacement since the program began 
nearly two years ago. Nearly 250 units of 
blood have been provided free of cost to 
Wheeling residents, and requests for 
blood have been increasing. 


Residents who donate to the plan will 


now also cover the blood needs of their 
parents and spouse's parents, in addition 
to providing free blood replacement for 
all village residents. 


Last year, the program fell about 270 


pints short of its quota, but was 'contin- 
ued because enough blood had been col- 
lected to cover the needs of the commu- 
nity. The Jaycees had hoped for a better 
response this year because the program 
was more established and residents were 
more aware of it. 


FEWER DONORS, however, have been 


found for this year's drawings. After two 
drawings, the plan has 86 fewer pints of 
blood than it did after its second drawing 
last year. 


The drawing will be from 9 a.m. to 1 


p.m. Saturday and from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Sunday at the Wheeling High School li- 
brary, 900 S. Elmhurst Rd. 


Persons older than 18 and younger 


than 66 are eligible to donate to the plan. 
Women weighing less than 100 pounds 
and men weighing less than 120 pounds 
.are not eligible. Persons on medication 
and those who have had hepatitis or ma- 
laria are also ineligible. 


Donors should refrain from smoking or 


eating fatty foods for four hours before 
giving blood. No alcoholic beverages 
should be consumed within 12 hours of 
the donation appointment.

officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson Of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights') 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40, administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
comes jointly from the employe and the 
district) and insurance benefits. 


Gilbert supervises the 19,175-pupil dis- 


trict and its more than 1,000 teachers, 
and hundreds of administrators and as- 
sisting personnel. 


The salary of High School Dist. 211 


Supt. Richard Kolze is the same paid to 
elementary Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth GilL 
Both administrators receive $37,000 an- 
nually and have many years of service 
with their respective districts. 


Kolze has been Dist. 211 superintendent - 


for 17 years. The district's 9,221 students - 
are taught by a faculty of some 550. GUI: 
has been with Dist. 21 for 14 years. En-. 
rollment in the district, which serves~ 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, is 
about 8,836. Faculty numbers about 435. •

Bieber admits he received 
Miami trip from developer

Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mltteeman. Stavros, who was indicted 
with Bieber, has pleaded guilty to ex- 
torting $92,000 from three other Wheeling 
developers. 


Pekln, developer of Tahoe Village town- 


house complex, provided Bieber with two 
roundtrip plane tickets to Miami, a rent- 
al car and a room for two at the Ha- 
waiian Isle Motel for six days in January 
1973, according to the U. S. Attorney's 
Office. 


BIEBER WEDNESDAY REFUSED to 


comment further on the matter, and did 
not indicate whether he thought the eth- 
ics statement entry was an admission of 
guilt in the case. 


The ethics formed must be filed each 


year by elected and appointed local offi- 
cials and employes making $20,000 an- 
nually in government salaries. Officials 
arc required to list certain economic 
dealings and other matters for the pre- 
vious year. Bieber's statement was filed 
in April, more than two months after his 
indictment. 


No other sources of gifts are listed on 


Bleber'9 form. Bieber is charged with ex- 
lotting 137,700 in cub and goods from de- 
velopers. This figure does not include the 
Miami vacation, several large liquor pur- 
chase* and alleged $50 monthly pay- 
ments from the Server Corp., another de- 
veloper, 


Passolt said he saw Bieber's ethics 


form and said he noticed "it djdn't say 
'none* " under one of the questions. The 
manager said he did not at that time 
question Bieber's statement or take any 
other action. 


"At the time, like I said, I wasn't read- 


Ing statements of interest," Passolt said. 
"I don't even know how I read it or if I 
read it. I Just noticed it didn't say 
'none'." 


BIEBER IS CONTINUING to draw his 


$21,500-a-year salary while on leave of 
absence pending resolution of the 
charges against Mm. Passott said he did 
not know if the admission that Bieber 
accepted a substantial gift from a local 
developer would be grounds for imme- 
diate dismissal. 


When asked if the acceptance of a gift 


valued at more than $500 would normally 
be grounds for dismissal, Passott said "I 
certainly think it would be cause for 
discussion. I think it would depend on the 
circumstances. That would be a very 
substantial gift. Under normal circum- 
stances, if I knew about it I would defi- 
nitely question It," he said. 


Passolt indicated that the situation is 


complicated by the fact that Bieber is 
under indictment. Village officials have 
said they do not want to fire Bieber until 
he either pleads guilty or is convicted for 
fear that the building director may sue 
the village. 


PASSOLT NOTED THAT resolution of 


the case is expected shortly. Members of 
the U. S. Attorney's oflce have said 
they expect Bieber to plead guilty as 
tton as h6 is Mteattd from the hospital, 
where he is being treated for a slipped 
disc. It is unknown, however, how long 
Bieber will be hospitalized. 


Bieber's attorney is currently negotiat- 


ing with federal prosecutors. Trial has 
already been continued once pending the 
outcome of those negotiations. The next 
scheduled court date is Monday. 


Passolt said he will review the matter 


"to see what I should do if anything" 
about seeking Bieber's dismissal for ac- 
cepting the gift. 


"I rightly off Hie top of my head don't 


know," he said. "Now toe matter is in 
litigation. I'd have to talk to our attorney 
and everything else."

He is charged in a federal grand 
juryindictment with extorting that trip from Pekin in ex- 
change for building and loning favors. 


Endorse police communications network 


A skeleton version of a proposed police 


communications network for Wheeling 
and 12 North suburbs was endorsed for 
federal funding by a committee of the 
Chicago-Cook County Criminal Justice 
Commission Wednesday. 


Local police departments, however, 


will have to seek a special federal grant 
as a pilot program if they want the net- 
work to be wholly financed by the feder- 
al government, criminal justice commis- 
sion members decided. 


The law enforcement subcommittee of 


the commission, which voted to endorse 
approximately $654,000 of the $1,095,563 
request for federal and state funding, is 
headed by Cook County Sheriff Richard 
Elrod. 


THE VOTE TO fund only a pared-down 


version of the proposed communications 
network came on a motion made by 
criminal Justice commissioner Jack Palhl 
of Elk Grove Village. 


The cuts will eliminate 120 of the 162 


mobile police car radios sought for the 
system. The subcommittee, however, did 
approve funding to buy all of the 208 
hand-carried radio units sought by the 
suburbs in the North Regional Tele- 
communications System (NORCOM). 


Other cuts made by the subcommittee 


included 'special frequencies that the de- 
partments had hoped to use in a sector 
communications system established with- 
in the 100-square mile region included in 
the 13 Norcom communities. 


ROBERT GROGAN, criminal justice 


commission planner, said the committee 
voted to fund the communications net- 
work on a level similar to other area 
networks such as the central-dispatch 
system operated by Arlington Heights, 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect and 
Buffalo Grove. 


Several of the police chiefs from the 


suburbs in Norcom who attended the sub- 


committee meeting seemed satisfied with 
the plan to seek special funding for the 
project after learning that the criminal 
justice commission is tied to a $1.3 mil- 
lion figure to fund all communications 
network proposals for the suburban Cook 
County area within the fiscal year. 


Niles Police Chief Clarence Emrikson 


said the planned network is based on mo- 
bile radios in the police cars and said his 
community would pull out of the network 
if it is redesigned to operate with only 
portable radios. He said experiments with 
portable radios in Detroit proved that the 
units are inadequate to service a large 


area and said the portable system was 
being forced on suburban police by the 
Illinois Law Enforcement Commission 
which makes final decisions on federal 
grant awards. 


SEVERAL OF THE police chiefs from 


the NORCOM communities explained the 
program was designed not to fall within 
existing guidelines, but to set up a 
unique communications prograr/ adapt- 
able to data transmission and other com- 
munications advancements in the future.

drew its support for the park district in a 
feud with Gregg Builders and granted 
the firm final approval of the third phase 
of the Oak Creek condominium project. 


The park district had requested the 


board continue deferring approval of the 
project until Gregg Builders paid the fi- 
nal $10,000 of a $25,000 donation. 


Although the board refused to continue 


to table the matter Tuesday night, 
trustees took several steps to insure that 
the park district gets at least a portion 
of the $10,000 from the builder. 


Gregg Builders has refused to pay the 


final installment of the donation until the 
park district improves Kilmer Park to 
its satisfaction. The park is adjacent to 
the Oak Creek project. 


THE SPECIFIC POINT at issue is the 


tree-planting scheme at the park site. 


The builder contends that the park dis- 
trict agreed to plant more trees on the 
site than currently exist. The park dis- 
trict, however, claims it lived up to the 
agreement and should be given the dona- 
tion. 


Kenneth Rodeck, of Gregg Builders 


said his firm has requested additional 
work at the site to assure that the entire 
donation is spent on Kilmer Park, as in- 
tended. 


Park Board Pres. Joseph Settanni, 


however, told the board his district al- 
ready has spent or committed $68,651 on 
Kilmer Park. That figure, he said, is 
$27,400 more than would have been spent 
had the district not been promised the 
donation. 


THE BUILDER HAS said it will sub- 


mit the donation if the park district 
plants $3,500 worth of additional trees 
and spends $1,500 to sod the hockey rink 
at the park. An alternate proposal calls 


Berkshire Trace safety 
corrections 'under way' 


A number of steps have been taken at 


the Berkshire Trace apartments In Buf- 
falo Grove to correct safety hazards in 
the complex, according to Chief In- 
spector William Dettmer. 


Dettmer two weeks ago said conditions 


at the 15-bullding complex had deterio- 
rated to the point of being a "severe 
safety hazard" to persons residing in the 
development. He said he would consider 
condemning some of the buildings if re- 
pairs were not made. 


"They are definitely doing work over 


there," Dettmer said Wednesday. "We're 
getting action." 


Since the warning was Issued to the 


owners of the complex, he said, several 
balconies and a number of fire doors 
have been repaired or replaced. 


Two weeks ago Dettmer said many of 


the balconies bad rotted and numerous 
fire doors had been damaged. "I told 
them to replace or repair all fire doors 
and balconies," he said. 


THE MANAGEMENT of the apart- 


ments. Dettmer said, is "making a sin- 
cere effort to comply" with village 
requests. Last week the owners were giv- 
en 30 days to comply, but Dettmer said 
that deadline might be extended if they 
continue to cooperate with the village. 


At the end of the 30 days, he said, the 


project will be inspected. "At that time, 
I will talk to the village manager about 
the situation," he said. "I will say, 
here's what has been done and here's 
what hasn't." 


At that time, Dettmer said, Village 


Mgr. Daniel Larson will make a decision 
on what course of action should be taken. 
The deadline for completing the work 
would either be extended or the owners 
of the complex Would be issued citations 
for any work not completed, he said. 


Since the condition of the apartments 


was disclosed, Dettmer said he has met 
with Larson and discussed the problems 
in detail. He said Larson is now "totally 
aware" of the situation. Two weeks ago, 
Larson said he was not aware of any 
problems in, the apartment complex. 


DETTMER SAID repairs to the bal- 


conies consist of replacing rotted hand- 
rails and floor joists. 


In addition to working on the fire doors 


and balconies, he said the management 
is patching large holes in the ceilings of 
some hallways. The holes apparently 
were made by some residents of the com- 
plex, he said. 


Buffalo Grove Police said the apart- 


ment complex, which is northwest of 
Dundee and Arlington Heights roads is 
repeatedly subjected to vandalism. Sgt. 
Kenneth Blanchette said there are more 
thefts and cases of vandalism at Berk- 
shire Trace than at any other apart- 
ment complex in the village. 


DETTMER SAID recently that resi- 


dents "are literally tearing those build- 
ings apart." Some of the fire doors re- 
paired within the last two weeks already 
have been damaged again, he said. Fire 
extinguishers that were stolen and then 
replaced have again been taken, he 
added. 


Conditions at the apartments began to 


deteriorate rapidly late last year, Det- 
tmer said, when the owners, Kassuba 
Development Corp., of Oak Park, filed 
bankruptcy petitions. From that time un- 
til two weeks ago, he said the firm made 
few repairs and fell behind in its mainte- 
nance functions. 


Dettmer said because the company has 


filed bankruptcy, all expenditures for the 
complex must be approved by a court 
of law. This was part of the reason, he 
said, for the delays in making repairs. 


for Gregg Builders to do $10,000 worth of 
landscaping work at the park in lieu of 
the final installment of the donation. 


The park district has agreed to sod 


hockey rink, but has rejected the other 
proposals. Before reaching an impasse, 
park officials corrected a drainage prob- 
lem in one portion of the park. 


Those voting to approve the project 


said they did not think the village board 
had the right to further delay the project 
since the developer had satisfied all as- 
pects of its agreement with the village. 
The board bad' deferred approval of the 
project twice in the last three weeks. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS Mahoney, the 


only trustee voting against final approval 
of the development, favored 'tabling the 
matter until the dispute is resolved. He 
said he feels the developer has an obliga- 
tion to pay the park district. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong, who 


votes only in the case of a tie, said he, 
too, favored deferring action on the mat- 
ter, Trustee Jerry Driscoll voted to table 
approval, but when the motion was de- 
feated, 
voted to approve the con- 


dominium project. 


The board approved the project with 


the condition the builder give the park 
district $5,000 immediately, and an addi- 
tional $1,500 when the hockey rink is fin- 
ished. The question of the last $3,500 is a 
matter that will have to be worked out 
between the park district and developer. ' 


Mahoney said since the developer has 


not been given final approval, the park 
district has lost its bargaining power and 
probably will have difficulty getting the 
final $3,500. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD has offered its 


services in resolving the dispute. 


The Oak Creek project is north of Dun- 


dee Road, between Buffalo Grove Road 
and Golfview Terrace. The third phase 
will consist of 154 condominiums. 


The first two phases of the project con- 


sist of 330 apartments. Upon completion, 
the 40-acre development will have 830 
units.

The money game: who's who 
of area's top-paid 
officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights') 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 
. Along with their salaries most top local 
officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
comes jointly from the employe and the 
district) and insurance benefits. 


Gilbert supervises the 19,175-pupil dis- 


trict and its more than 1,000 teachers, 
and hundreds of administrators and as- 
sisting personnel. 


The salary of High School Dist. 211 


Supt. Richard Kolze is the same paid to 
elementary Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill. 
Both administrators receive $37,000 an- 
nually and have many years of service 
with their respective districts. 


Kolze has been Dist. 211 superintendent 


for 17 years. The district's 9,221 students 
are taught by a faculty of some 550. Gill 
has been with Dist. 21 for 14 years. En- 
rollment in the district, which serves 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, is 
about 8,836. Faculty numbers about 435.

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Bieber admits he received 
Miami trip from developer 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Wheeling Building Director William 


Bieber admitted on a state-required eth- 
ics form that he received gifts valued 
at more than $500 last year from Pekin 
Corp., a major developer. 


The admission was noticed by Village 


Mgr. George Passolt before the ethics 
forms for village officials were filed at 
the county clerk's office, but Passolt 
failed to take any action. He said 
Wednesday he did not realize the nature 
of Bleber's admission. 


Bieber was indicted Jan. 31 by a feder- 


al grand jury on 14 counts, among them 
a charge that he and former Democratic 
committeeman James Stavros extorted a 
Miami vacation for Bieber from Pekin 
Corp. in return for building and zoning 
favors. 


BIEBER TOLD THE Herald Wednes- 


day that the gift from Pekin listed on his 
ethics statement was the Miami trip. 


"That was the trip I had. There was no 


secret about it. Hell, you people played 
that up in the paper enough," said Bie- 
ber, who is being treated at Lutheran 
General Hospital for a back ailment. 


Bieber referred to Herald articles 


which outlined the 14 charges brought 
against him when he was indicted. He is 
one of six former and present Wheeling 
and Cook County officials indicted follow- 
ing a year-long federal probe into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. Two of 
the six, both co-defendants in cases with 
Bieber, have already pleaded guilty. 


According to a government bill of par- 


ticulars, Ben Pekin, president of the Pe- 
kin Corp.. was directed to provide the 
Florida vacation by Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mitteeman. Stavros, who was indicted 
with Bieber, has pleaded guilty to ex- 
torting $92,000 from three other Wheeling 
developers. 


Pekin, developer of Tahoe Village town- 


house complex, provided Bieber with two 
roundtrtp plane tickets to Miami, a rent- 
al car and a room for two at the Ha- 
waiian Isle Motel for six days in January 
1973, according to the U. S. Attorney's 
Office. 


BIEBER WEDNESDAY REFUSED to 


comment further on tiie matter, and did 
not indicate whether he thought the eth- 
ics statement entry was an admission of 
guilt in the case. 


The ethics formed must be filed each 


year by elected and appointed local offi- 
cials and employes making $20,000 an- 
nually in government salaries. Officials 
are required to list certain economic 
dealings and other matters for the pre- 
vious year. Bieber's statement was filed 


in April, more than two months after his 
indictment. 


No other sources of gifts are listed on 


Bieber's form. Bieber is charged with ex- 
torting $37,700 in cash and goods from de- 
velopers. This figure does not include the 
Miami vacation, several large liquor pur- 
chases and alleged $50 monthly pay- 
ments from the Server Corp., another de- 
veloper. 


Passolt said he saw Bieber's ethics 


form and said he noticed "it didn't say 
'none' " under one of the questions. The 
manager said he did not at that time 
question Bieber's statement or take any 
other action. 


"At the time, like I said, I wasn't read- 


ing statements of interest," Passolt said. 
"I don't even know how I read it or if I 
read it. I just noticed it didn't say 
'none'." 


BIEBER IS CONTINUING to draw his 


$21,500-a-year salary while on leave of 
a b s e n c e pending resolution of the 
charges against Mm. Passolt said he did 
not know if the admission that Bieber 
accepted a substantial gift from a local 
developer would be grounds for imme- 
diate dismissal. 


When asked if the acceptance of a gift 


valued at more than $500 would normally 
be grounds for dismissal, Passolt said "I 
certainly think it would be cause for 
discussion. I think it would depend on the 
circumstances. That would be a very 
substantial gift. Under normal circum- 
stances, if I knew about it I would defi- 
nitely question it," he said. 


Passolt indicated that the situation is 


complicated by the fact that Bieber is 
under indictment. Village officials have 
said they do not want to fire Bieber until 
he either pleads guilty or is convicted for 
fear that the building director may sue 
the village, 


PASSOLT NOTED THAT resolution of 


the case is expected shortly. Members of 
the U. S. Attorney's ofice have said 
they expect Bieber to plead guilty as 
soon as he is released from the hospital, 
where he is being treated for a slipped 
disc, It is unknown, 'however, how long 
Bieber will be hospitalized. 


Bieber's attorney is currently negotiat- 


ing with federal prosecutors. Trial has 
already been continued once pending the 
outcome of those negotiations. The next 
scheduled court date is Monday. 


Passolt said he will review the matter 


"to see what I should do if anything" 
about seeking Bieber's dismissal for ac- 
cepting the gift. 


"I rightly off the top of my head don't 


know," he said. "Now the matter is in 
litigation. I'd have to talk to our attorney 
and everything else."

An order banning mustaches, beards 
and other hair growth has been sus- 
pended until it is reviewed. 


Citizens' group asks 
meet on day care center 


A member of a citizens committee 


planning a day care facility for Elk 
Grove Township said he would like town- 
ship officials to meet with the group be- 
fore taking final action on the center. 


The Rev. David Crail. a member of the 


township day care committee, said he 
was "pleased" with proposals presented 
by three professional day care groups at 
a special meeting Tuesday night. 


The proposals for the center ranged 


from the establishment of a completely 
uew facility to contracting of services 
with existing centers. 


Rev. Crail said the presentations "I 


heard didn't leave the impression I had 
before — that a private agency would be 
setting up a new school." 


REV. CRAIL SAID that he did notice 


that some proposals didn't "include any 
provision for a citizen's committee." 


The township called the special meet- 


Ing to study various methods of oper- 
ating a proposed township day care cen- 


ter for 40 preschool children from low- 
income families. The center would be 
funded by $50,000 in township revenue 
sharing funds. 


According to the original plans, the 


center would be run by a not-for-profit 
organization of citizens with the township 
auditors serving as incorporators. 


Professionals making presentations at 


the meeting included Robert Benson, ex- 
ecutive vice president of Social Dynam- 
ics, a child care center in Mount Pros- 
pect; Frank Christiansen, a representa- 
tive of Alpha Associates, day care oper- 
ators in Lake Zurich and Hoffman Es- 
tates, and Dora Fowler, currently direc- 
tor of Children's World, a Schaumburg 
daycare facility. 


BENSON PROPOSED accommodating 


28 low-income children at his child care 
center in Mount Prospect. He said the 
larger capacity of the center, which cur- 
rently has an enrollment of 100, is more

The fireman, Craig Rennack, 26, was

Hulett, in a new order Tuesday, in- 


structed department captains to review 
the 1972 directive and recommend pos- 
sible changes in the policy. 


H U L E T T REFUSED to comment 


again Wednesday on suspension of his 
previous order but said the captains 
were to report back to him next Tuesday 
when he will evaluate their findings. 


He directed his officers not to enforce 


the ban pending his evaluation of their 
review but also told them to consider 
problems firefighters, under a relaxed 
code, might have in giving and receiving 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation and using 
and wearing smoke masks attached to 
air packs. 


Also to be considered, was the possi- 


bility that a fireman's longer or bushy 
hair, mustache or beard might catch fire 
more easily, according to Hulett's order. 


Although Hulett would not say if 


changes are definitely in the offing, he 
did point out in the order that its purpose 
was to see if any changes, additions or 
deletions in the code were necessary. 


THE REVIEW of Hulett's old order 


came after Village officials announced 
Friday they were looking into the mat- 
ter.

Franz said Rennack would have lost 


pay for the days he was off work if he 
had been suspended for the violation 
rather than relieved of duty.

mustache when he returned to work, 
commenting he was glad to be back on 
duty.

The money game: who's who 
of area's top-paid 
officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights) 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, 
pension 


benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
conies jointly from the employe and the- 
district) and insurance benefits. 


Gilbert supervises the 19,175-pupil dis- 


trict and its more than 1,000 teachers, 
and hundreds of administrators and as- 
sisting personnel. 


The salary of High School Dist. 211 


Supt. Richard Kolze is the same paid to 
elementary Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill. 
Both administrators receive $37,000 an- 
nually and have many years of service 
with their respective districts. 


Kolze has been Dist. 211 superintendent 


for 17 years. The district's 9,221 students 
are taught by a faculty of some 550. Gill 
has been with Dist. 21 for 14 years. En- 
rollment in the district, which serves 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, is 
about 8,836. Faculty numbers about 435.

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Village employes 
say they're not 
happy with raise

Some Elk Grove Village employes are 


unhappy with their recently acquired 8.5 
per cent pay raises because they "do not 
approximate the true cost of living," 
fireman Bernard Goss told the village 
board. 


Goss said Tuesday he only wanted to 


"create an awareness" of the situation 
and not start a debate. No further com- 
ments were made from the board or the 
audience, which included about 25 fire- 
men, policemen, water and street depart- 
ment employes and their spouses. 


However, a fire department employe 


said later "we just wanted to let them 
know vrf are unhappy. We're not causing 
any trouble " 


But, he said, the 8 5 per cent figure is 


unrealistic because even the cost of food 
has gone up more than that. 


The 10 per cent cost-of-living increase 


figure the village manager recommended 
was inadequate, another employe said. 
Twelve to 15 per cent would have been 
more realistic, another employe said. All 
asked to remain anonymous. 


When the village budget was drawn up, 


1973 calendar-year figures were used, the 
employe said But most of the in- 
flation and pnce increases occurred dur- 
ing the last six months of 1973 and the 
first three months of 1974, he added. 


"They've got money in the budget," he 


said The department heads received 
$2,000 pay raises, and the village is 
erecting a new flag pole, he said.

The money game: who's who 
of area's top-paid 
officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes,, 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights) 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
h|gh ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds.

College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
comes jointly from the employe and the 
district) and insurance benefits. 


Gilbert supervises the 19,175-pupil dis- 


trict and its more than 1,000 teachers, 
and hundreds of administrators and as- 
sisting personnel. 


The salary of High School Dist. 211 


Supt. Richard Kolze is the same paid to 
elementary Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill.

Hulett, in a new order Tuesday, in- 


structed department captains to review 
the 1972 directive and recommend pos- 
sible changes in the policy, 


H U L E T T REFUSED to comment 


again Wednesday on suspension of his 
previous order but said the captains 
were to report back to him next Tuesday 
when he will evaluate their findings, 


He directed his officers not to enforce 


the ban pending his evaluation of their 
review but also told them to consider 
problems firefighters, under a relaxed 
code, might have in giving and receiving 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation and using 
and wearing smoke masks attached to 
air packs. 


Also to be considered, was the possi- 


bility that a fireman's longer or bushy 
hair, mustache or beard might catch fire 
more easily, according to Hulett's order. 


Although Hulett would not say if 


changes ere definitely in the offing, he 
did point out in the order that its purpose 
was to see if any changes, additions or 
deletions in the code were necessary. 


THE REVIEW of Hulett's old order 


came after Village officials announced 
Friday they were looking into the mat- 
ter. 


"We're hoping that this matter can be

Palanois Park residents 
object to garbage plant 


Residents of Palanois Park subdivision 


in Palatine have voiced strong opposition 
to Roiling Meadows' proposal to con- 
struct a garbage incinerator plant near 
their homes. 


A petition opposing the incinerator 


plant was prosenled to the Palatine Vil- 
lage Board Monday. The residents asked 
for the village's assistance in blocking 
the project. 


The board voted to have Village Pres. 


Wendell E. Jones and Village Mgr. Anton 
H. Harwig contact Rolling Meadows offi- 
cials to express the village's opposition 
to the project. 


THE INCINERATOR is proposed for a 


nearly three-acre parcel of land south- 
west of Northwest Highway and Rohlw- 
ing Road. Roiling Meadows has an option 
to purchase the property which is now in 
unincorporated Palatine Township and 
zoned for light Industrial use. The prop- 
erty is adjacent to Rolling Meadows and 
could be annexed if purchased. This 
would give the city control over the zon- 
ing and use of the property, 


An incinerator proposal that has been

presented to Rolling Meadows officials 
outlines a plan for a new type of modular 
incineration plant which its builders say 
creates no pollutants, noise or external 
heat. 


The incinerator is being considered as 


an alternative to dumping waste in land 
fills, which currently costs Rolling Mead- 
ows about $62,000 annually. The manu- 
facturing company has said only min- 
imal residue is left after the incineration 
process and little or no dumping is re- 
quired. 


M A Y O R ROLAND MEYER said 


Wednesday the plan has been set aside 
temporarily until the land purchase 
agreement is finalized. He has also said 
the plan is only tentative and will depend 
on city consideration of the current pro- 
posal, other proposals which may be pre- 
sented to the city and available finances 
for the project. 


Funds for the project estimated at $1.2 


million, could come from the sale of 
general obligation bonds, Meyer has said. 
Rolling Meadow's claimes of no smoke, 
noise or excess pollutants from the in- 
cinerator were met with skepticism from 
the residents, who feel the incinerator 


will destroy the character of the neigh- 
borhood and lower property values. 


Elliot J. Manint Jr., 321 S. Greenwood 


Ave., spokesman for the residents, stated 
incinerators were an outmoded method 
of solid waste disposal. He said that one- 
third of all the material that goes into an 
incinerator must be taken out and put in 
a landfill. 


THE PROPOSED INCINERATOR is 


directly across the street from the Pala- 
tine residents but more than a mile from 
the closest Rolling Meadows home- 
owners.

"I wonder if Rolling Meadows would 


be as favorable if it was as close to their 
residents as it is to ours," said Village 
Pres. Wendell E. Jones. Jones suggested 
the village try to outbid Rolling Meadows

for the purchase of the property. 


Trustee James Shaw said he thought 


the village might have some control over 
the development of the property since he 
believes Palatine utilities serve the prop- 
erty and the village could deny utility 
services to Rolling Meadows.

The money game: who's who 
of area's top-paid 
officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the,Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights') 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist.

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Supreme Court backs village position 
Court ruling may affect 
fired public workers' suit

An Illinois Supreme Court ruling reaf- 


firming the right of municipalities to pro- 
hibit public employe strikes may have 
significance for Hoffman Estates in a 
lawsuit stemming from a public works 
strike. 


At a village board meeting Tuesday, 


Mayor Virginia Hayter noted the court 
had ruled public employes do not have a 
right to strike in a case involving the 
City of Pana, Christian County. While 
Mayor Hayter did not refer to a pending 
suit by fired Hoffman Estates public 
works employes, the Pana case has been 
mentioned frequently by attorneys for 
both sides of the Hoffman Estates suit. 


The 20 Hoffman Estates employes, and 


eight part-time public works men, were 


fired July 21 after they held a one-day 
strike July 19 protesting village changes 
in a proposed employment contract with 
their union in the final stages of negotia- 
tions, The village maintained the strike 
violated a pre-condition of the men's em- 
ployment — that they would not engage 
in a work stoppage. 


THE MEN, MEMBERS of Local 2041 


of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, AFL- 
CIO, filed suit. They claimed mass firing 
of their membership was part of a pat- 
tern of harassment designed to break 
their union in violation of their con- 
stitutional rights. They also maintained 
the firing was "cruel and unusual punish- 
ment" and not justified by the one-day 
work stoppage. They voluntarily re-

The fire loss experienced in the first 


four months of this year by the Mount 
Prospect Fire Department is $239,395, 
but at least 75 per cent of that loss oc- 
curred outside the Mount Prospect vil- 
lage limits. Most of that 75 per cent oc- 
curred In the Elk Grove Rural Fire Pro- 
tection District. 


One fire at the Snack Time Restaurant 


near Busse and Higgins roads, accounted 
for more fire loss by itself than the fire 
department handled in all fires over the 
first four months of 1973. That early 
morning 
fire caused 
an estimated 


$175,000 damage. 


Without that fire loss and the $6,500 


Feb. 5 fire at 290 N. Westgate Rd. in 
unincorporated Cook County, the fire loss 
within the village is at most $57,895. (One 
woman died in the Westgate fire.) 


DURING THE FIRST four months of 


1973, the fire loss recorded was $171,386. 
But again, one fire was responsible for 
more than half the amount. That year, 
the big fire — $90,000 — was in town at 
the Central Road office of the Culligan 
Water Conditioning Co. 


The whole point of fire loss figures 


tends to be a bit academic, according to 
Fire Chief Lawrence A. Pairitz. "Fire 
loss Is not a good measure of the efficien- 
cy of a fire department," he said, and 
then compared it to giving the numbers 
of outs a batter makes In baseball in- 
stead of his batting average, which takes 
in account his number of hits. 


Pairitz said the $239,395 fire loss could 


have been as much as $3,218,525 if every 
building had been allowed to burn to the 
ground. 


SO FAR THIS YEAR the fire depart- 


ment has been busier with slight increas- 
es In numbers of every type of calls ex- 
cept automobile accidents. Pairitz would 
not, however, attribute the slight decline 


Prospect Heights 
librarian fired 


The Prospect Heights Library Board 


dismissed its librarian last week. 


Board Pres. Mrs. Robert Lusk said 


Wednesday the board has not yet started 
to look for a replacement for Rose 
McDonald, who had been the librarian 
since July 1972. Assistant Librarian Mrs. 
Fred Borland is filling in as librarian, 
Mrs, Lusk said. 


A c c o r d i n g to Mrs. Lusk, Mrs. 


McDonald was "dismissed" because the 
library board "felt she was not for our 
library." Mrs. Lusk said Mrs, McDonald 
was more interested in being an adminis- 
trator than a working librarian and "we 
(the board) needed a working librarian." 


"Rose probably would make a very 


good administrator someplace," Mrs. 
Lusk said. "We felt we were not getting 
what we needed." 


Mrs. McDonald could not be reached 


for comment Wednesday. However, one 
source indicated Mrs. McDonald may 
have been fired because she exceeded 
the limit of two professional conferences 
a month which had been set by the li- 
brary board. 


Mrs. Lusk would not confirm or deny 


this report. She simply said she did not 
wish to go into the details "in print." 


The librarian salary is $10,080 in Pros- 


pect Heights. 


in automobile accident calls (107 com- 
pared with 1973's 112) with the energy 
crisis. He said the figures were of too- 
short a term to be meaningful. Pairitz 
added that he expects the figure to sur- 
pass last year's by the end of the year. 


"We're entering the busy season now," 


he said of automobile accidents. 


For the first four months, fire calls 


have increased from 151 to 175, with 48 
false alarms and 18 mutual aid calls also 
this year, The false alarm figure is up 
more than 50 per cent by itself, Pairitz 
said. 


Similarly, the number of ambulance 


runs has jumped from 454 last year to 
505 this year in the four-month period. 
This year there have been 332 medical 
assists, 67 public accidents and 59 uses of 
the Mobile Intensive Care unit. 


PAIRITZ SAID the MICU runs have 


been responsible for a tremendous 
growth over the past two years in all 


ambulance runs. "It has brought more at- 
tention to the ambulance availability 
which is fine. That's what we're here 
for," he said. "You rarely see a private 
ambulance in Mount Prospect on an 
emergency call." 


Further, Pairitz said the "MICU train- 


ing the men have received comes out in 
most of their calls." MICU itself is used 
for heart attack, electrocution, shock or 
other seriously ill or injured patients. 


In the grab-bag category of special 


duties, the number of calls has almost 
doubled 'this year to 113. Pairitz said, in 
part, this could be attributed to the in- 
creases of gasoline washes after vehicle 
accidents. For the past two years, the 
department has been using a neutralizing 
agent which removes the explosive po- 
tentiality from spilled gasoline. Thus, 
more gasoline spills are treated as a pre- 
caution against an explosion injuring 
firemen, accident victims or bypassers. 


Citizens' group asks 
meet on day care center 


A member of a citizens committee 


planning a day care facility for Elk 
Grove Township said he would like town- 
ship officials to meet with the group be- 
fore taking final action on the center. 


The Rev. David Orail, a member of the 


township day care committee, said he 
was "pleased" with proposals presented 
by three professional day care groups at 
a special meeting Tuesday night. 


The proposals for the center ranged 


from the establishment of a completely 
new facility to .contracting of services 
with existing centers. 


Rev. Crail said the presentations "I 


heard didn't leave the impression I had 
before — that a private agency would be 
setting up a new school." 


REV. CRAIL SAID that he did notice 


that some proposals didn't "include any 
provision for a citizen's committee." 


The township called the special meet- 


big to study various methods of oper- 
ating a proposed township day care cen- 
ter for 40 preschool children from low- 
income families. The center would be 
funded by $50,006 in township revenue 
sharing funds. 


According to the original plans, the 


center would be run by a not-for-profit 
organization of citizens with the township 
auditors serving as incorporators. 


Professionals making presentations at 


the meeting included Robert Benson, ex- 
ecutive vice president of Social Dynam- 
ics, a child care center in Mount Pros- 
pect; Frank Christiansen, a representa- 
tive of Alpha Associates, day care oper- 
ators in Lake Zurich and Hoffman Es- 
tates, and Dora Fowler, currently direc- 
tor of Children's World, a Schaumburg 
daycare facility. 


BENSON PROPOSED accommodating 


28 low-income children at his child care 
center in Mount Prospect. He said the 
larger capacity of the center, which cur- 
rently has an enrollment of 100, is more 
economical than operating a center for 
40 children. The cost per child would be 
$35 per week. 


Christiansen proposed establishment of 


a township run day care center patterned 


after his company's existing facilities. In 
addition to protective care and child de- 
velopmental programs, the facilities 
would also provide counseling and psy- 
chological services. 


Christiansen said the cost for operating 


the center would be $50 per child per 
week. Cost of renting the facility was not 
included in the fee. 


MRS. FOWLER, A certified Montessori 


instructor, suggested the establishment 
of a township sponsored day-care facil- 
ity. According to the proposal, she would 
be hired as an employe of the township 
and work with a citizens committee in 
setting up the program. Cost per child 
would be $35 per child. 


Rev. Crail proposed a fourth alterna- 


tive to the board — the placing of town- 
ship youngsters in existing day care fa- 
cilities. 


"I would prefer that parents have 


some option of different programs in the 
township instead of just one approach," 
he said. "I think it would offer parents a 
better variety." 


The township auditors are expected to 


take action on the day care center at 
their regular meeting at 8 p.m. Monday 
in the Elk Grove Township Hall, 2400 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd.

Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bin, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3,600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict). 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,400 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights) 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of {he job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
comes jointly from the employe and the 
district) and insurance benefits.

his own organic 
honey factory

It all started about two years ago, 


when Joe Reed of Arlington Heights read 
a pamphlet on bees in his fourth - grade 
science class 


Joe "bugged" his parents until they 


bought some bees, and now at 12 he's 
possibly the youngest beekeeper around. 


Joe has three hives and thousands of 


honeybees, and he spends a few hours a 
week feeding them and assembling hives 
and equipment. 


Two hives are on property a short dis- 


tance from his home, 1102 E. Clarendon, 
and the third is at Thomas Junior High 
School, where Joe is a sixth-grader. His 
science class has been studying bees and 
he has been answering many of the ques- 
tions. 


Joe said he considers his bees a little 


like his pets. He and his mother Irene 
Reed, talk to the bees when they go out 
to the hives. 


PETS OR NOT, THE bees still sting, 


but both Joe and his mother say they're 
building up immunity. Mrs. Reed was 
badly stung last Thursday, about 35 
times, but said the shot she received at 
the hospital hurt worse than the bees. 


Bees sting when someone invades their 


hive because they're afraid the queen 
may be killed, Joe explained. But his 
bees, Caucasian, Italian and hybrid vari- 
eties, are used to him now and recognize 
the smell of fas hand. 


"If I go in there with dark clothing, 


(hey get a little suspicious," he said. So 
he and his mom wear white coveralls 
and veils when working with them. 


"They get angry about false flowers, 


too," he said. A bee may try to gather 
nectar from a flowered dress, and when 
it realizes the flower isn't real, it may 
sting in anger. 


"The best way to get away from the 


hives — is to run," he sand. 


JOE'S BEES ARE making honey and 


soon he'll start extracting it. His mom 
plans to bottte it and sell it in Joe's 
name. Honey sells for at least $1 a 
pound, she said. 


The Reeds have spent about $200 for 


bees and equipment, Joe said. He's been 
saving his money and his parents have 
been putting aside part of his allowance 
to pay for his nobby. 


He has done extensive reading on bees 


and has a large collection of catalogs, 
brochures and information on bees, as 
well as newsletters from the Cook-Du- 
Page County Beekeepers' Assn., of which 
he is the youngest member. 


Joe said he's had only one unusual in- 


cident with bis bees. 


R E C E N T L Y SOME BEES were 


swarming around peppermint plants in 
the Reeds' backyard. Joe was sure they 
were his bees, and to prove it he caught 
a few and marked them with nail polish. 


Sure enough, a few days later, he 


found the marked bees in his hive. 


The bees aren't just part of a passing 


hobby. Joe said he plans to study bee- 
keeping in college, probably at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois' agriculture school. He 
and his mother plan to go to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin next week to tour bee- 
keeping labs there.

through the first four months of the year. 


Break-ins normally increase during the 


spring and summer months, police say, 
and this year there already have been 62 
reported cases of apartment burglary or 
attempted burglary. The figure compares 
with 39 reported cases for the same time 
period a year ago. 


The most frequent target, according to 


Capt. Maurice English, is the apartment 
storage locker. 


"Bicycles, skis, you name it. It's where 


apartment livers store their belongings," 
he says. 


IN MANY CASES an apartment stor- 


age locker is little more than a cage of 
wire, although a year-old amendment to 
the Arlington Heights village code re- 
quires that they "be constructed so as to

AT SIX OF Arlington Heights' commu- 


nity parks, 11 courts can be reserved for 
one-hour periods between 1 and 9 p.m. on 
weekdays and from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 


Mrs. Silber asked park officials why 


there couldn't be a compromise to im- 
pose the need for reservations on some 
and not all the days.

superintendent, told the group many 
complaints were lodged by residents last

find difficulty getting a court when they 
wanted to play. 


"I don't like the idea of running back 


and forth to the park to reserve a court," 
Mrs. Kappler said. "It's alright if you 
can run across the street." 


"The kids have a certain time schedule 


that they're under (while in school)," 
Mrs. Silber said. "They shouldn't have a 
schedule during the summer when 
they're off," 


She suggested that perhaps a teen-age 


supervisor could be hired to oversee the 
courts for minimum pay. 


Katy Graham, park commissioner, 


said hiring students for the courts may 
be financially difficult because of new 
federal regulations for employers. 


In spite of the regulations, Kay Muller, 


park district vice president, asked that a 
cost estimate be made on hiring a teen- 
age supervisor.

afford security against unauthorized en- 
try." 


Other than making sure that storage 


doors are securely locked, there is rela- 
tively little the apartment dweller can do 
to guard against a break-in, English 
says. 


"In common areas like these, the safe- 


ty of his belongings really depends on 
other people's honesty," he says. 


The apartment itself is a different sto- 


ry, however, and there are steps the ren- 
ter can take to safeguard his property. 


The most essential is to make sure the 


main door is fitted with a "deadbolt" 
lock in addition to the standard door 
knob lock, English says. 


Newer apartment units are required by 


ordinance to have the second, dead-bolt 
lock, but some older apartments have 
only the door knob locks. 


A SECOND POINT of entry for bur- 


glars are the sliding glass patio doors 
common in many suburban apartments 
and homes. 


"We recommend that residents take a 


board or pipe and lay it right in the door 
track which would mean a burglar would 
actually have to break the glass to get 
in ," English said. 


In addition to the obvious physical se- 


curity of well-locked doors, they force a 
would-be burglar to make more noise, 
spend more time and thereby heighten 
the chances that he will be noticed. 


Police cars patrol apartment com- 


plexes just as they do public streets in 
single-family subdivisions, English says. 
But the degree to which they can deter a 
break-in is limited, he says.

Week in Arlington Heights, and police 
urge residents of apartments and homes 
alike to take added precautions to pre- 
vent break-ins. 


Locked doors and windows are ob-

Electrically-timed 
lights inside the house can also help dis- 
courage burglars, police say.

The money game: who's who 
of area's top-paid 
officials 


Educators rewarded the most handsomely, 
survey of municipal administrators shows 


A Herald staff report 


Education, the field that consumes 


about 75 per cent of every real estate tax 
bill, also in the field in which Northwest 
suburban public officials earn the highest 
pay. 


A survey of municipal, park district, 


and school district budgets shows the 
school district administrators as a group 
receive the largest salaries'paid to public 
officials in the area. 


The highest of the highest-paid group is 


Harper College Pres. Robert Lahti, 
whose annual salary is $43,408. He also 
receives a $3.600 payment to the state 
teachers retirement fund, which brings 
his total compensation to some $47,008. 


Lahti has received the same base sala- 


ry, $40,908, for the past two years, al- 
though he was given a merit increase of 
$2,500 last year by the board. Last year 
his $40,908 base figure was listed as the 
highest for any junior college president 
by the Illinois Junior College Board. 


THE SURVEY shows that salaries of 


top municipal administrators range up to 
$37,900 (for Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson of 
Arlington Heights) and up to $25,000 plus 
a generous residential rent subsidy for 
park district administrators (Supt. Jack 
Claes of the Elk Grove Village Park Dis- 
trict), 
t 


Police chiefs are making up to $24,4t)Q 


(L. W. Calderwood of Arlington Heights') 
and top pay for fire chiefs is almost as 
high ($23,874 for Donald Corey of Des 
Plaines). 


Along with their salaries most top local 


officials get the use of a car, life, acci- 
dent and medical insurance, pension 
benefits and the job security of govern- 
ment work. 


Pay scales usually are based on expe- 


rience and the number of employes the 
official has working under him. Salaries 
generally are competitive with similar 
jobs in neighboring suburbs except in the 
case of junior college presidents. 


"Our market is not local," says Lahti. 


"By virtue of the fact that we are a col- 
lege, we draw from the nation, not just 
from Illinois." Educators receive higher 
compensation in the competitive market 
because "they have a certain investment 
in education," Lahti says. Many have ad- 
vanced degrees, which prompt higher 
salary consideration, he adds. 


LAHTI, who has been Harper president 


since 1965, heads a staff of about 150 full- 
time teachers, 40 administrators and a 
junior college with 13,250 full-and part- 
time students. His salary is set by the 
Harper board and Board Pres. William 
Kelly says that two important factors are 
involved in the salary decision. 


"The size of the job and the size of the

man," says Kelly, must be weighed in 
attaching a dollar value to an adminis- 
trator. Accountability, merit, perform- 
ance and competition in the market 
place are others, he adds. 


The president of Oakton Community 


College in Morton Grove receives a 
smaller salary than does Lahti. William 
Koehnline, who heads the 3,734 full-and 
part-time students at the college, earns 
$34,500 annually. He has use of a school- 
owned vehicle plus health insurance, re- 
tirement and hospitalization benefits. 


The salaries of the administrators may 


reflect a number of factors, including 
education-and experience, years of ser- 
vice in his position and the size of the 
district he runs. 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207 


Supt. Richard Short, for example, is paid 
$40,000. He has headed the district for 
eight years and oversees a staff of hun- 
dreds of teachers, administrators, cleri- 
cal workers and maintenance personnel. 
The district's enrollment is about 11,827. 


IN THE LARGER high school Dist. 


214 Sup. Edward Gilbert earns $38,500 
but has been authorized a pay increase 
to $41,500 as of July 1. Gilbert, who has 
been the district's superintendent for 12 
years, has use of a district-owned car, is 
covered by the teachers retirement sys- 
tem (a state system in which payment 
comes jointly from the employe and the 
district) and insurance benefits. 


Gilbert supervises the 19,175-pupil dis- 


trict and its more than 1,000 teachers, 
and hundreds of administrators and as- 
sisting personnel. 


The salary of High School Dist. 211 


Supt. Richard Kolze is the same paid to 
elementary Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill. 
Both administrators receive $37,000 an- 
nually and have many years of service 
with their respective districts. 


Kolze has been Dist. 211 superintendent 


for 17 years. The district's 9,221 students 
are taught by a faculty of some 550. Gill 
has been with Dist. 21 for 14 years. En- 
rollment in the district, which- serves 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, is 
about 8,836. Faculty numbers about 435.

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To discuss day care center proposals 
Citizens9 unit asks meet with township 


A member of a citizens committee 


planning a day care facility for Elk 
Grove Township said he would like town- 
ship officials to meet with the group be- 
fore taking final action on the center 


The Rev David Grail, a member of the 


township day care committee, said he 
was "pleased" with proposals presented 
by three professional day care groups at 
a special meeting Tuesday night 


The proposals for the center ranged 


from the establishment of a completely 
new facility to contracting of services 
with existing centers. 


Rev Crail said the presentations "1 


heard didn't leave the impression I had 
before — that a private agency would be 
setting up a new school." 


REV. CRAIL SAID that he did notice 


that some proposals didn't "include any 
provision for a citizen's committee." 


The township called the special meet- 


Ing to study various methods of oper- 
ating a proposed township day care cen- 
ter for 40 preschool children from low- 
income families. The center would be 
funded by $30.000 in township revenue 
sharing funds. 


According to the original plans, the 


center would be run by a not-for-profit 
organization of citizens with the township 
auditors serving as ^corporators. 


Professionals making presentations at 


the meeting included Robert Benson, ex- 
ecutive vice president of Social Dynam- 
ics, a child care center in Mount Pros- 
pect; Frank Christiansen, a representa- 
tive of Alpha Associates, day care oper- 
ators in Lake Zurich and Hoffman Es- 
tates, and Dora Fowler, currently direc- 
tor of Children's World, a Schaumburg 
daycare facility, 


BENSON PROPOSED accommodating 


28 low-income children at his child care 
center in Mount Prospect. He said the 
larger capacity of the center, which cur- 
rently has an enrollment of 100, is more 
economical than operating a center for 
40 children. The cost per child would be 
$35 per week. 


Christiansen proposed establishment of 


a township run day care center patterned 
after his company's existing facilities. In 
addition to protective care and child de- 
velopmental programs, 
the facilities 


would also provide counseling and psy- 
chological services. 


Christiansen said the cost for operating 


the center would be $50 per child per 
week. Cost of renting the facility was not 
included in the fee. 


MRS. FOWLER, A certified Montessori 


instructor, suggested the establishment 
of a township sponsored day-care facil- 
ity. According to the proposal, she would 
he hired as an employe of the township 
and work with a citizens committee in 
.setting up the program. Cost per child 
would be $35 per child. 


Rev. Crail proposed a fourth alterna- 


tive to the board — the placing of town- 
ship youngsters in existing day care fa- 
cilities. 


"I would prefer that parents have 


some option of different programs in the 
township instead of just one approach," 
he said. "I think it would offer parents a 
better variety." 


The township auditors are expected to 


take action on the day care center at 
their regular meeting at 8 p.m. Monday 
in the Elk Grove Township Hall, 2400 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


Students to attend Loyola 'gifted? course 


The City of Chicago will become the 


classroom this summer for four seventh 
graders at Dist 21's Jack London Junior 
High School, Wheeling. 


The four have been identified by their 


IQs. academic achievement or unusual 
talents as "gifted" and will participate 
with other students like them in a special 
two-week course through Loyola Univer- 
sity. 


Although the downtown university will 


be home base for the students during 
their stay July 22 through August 3. they 
wit] study outside — perhaps on the 
streets, in the ghettos, maybe even in 
City Hall. 


Their textbooks will be Chicago news- 


papers and their assignments are to be 
based on the headlines of each day. 


"They'll be studying history that hasn't 


even been written yet," said Charlotte 
Mayer, counselor at London Junior High 
School. "Expert teachers of gifted chil- 
dren will live with the kids and help 
them decide how to handle problems. 
They might do public interviews, suggest 
ideas for cleaning up the Chicago River 
In relation to studying pollution or study 
city politics and begin at Mayor Daley's 
office. The possibilities are limitless." 


MRS. MAYER first learned of the pro- 


gram sponsored by the Gifted Founda- 
tion Corp. of America last January. She 
immediately contacted the families of 
gifted students she had been working 
with at London this year to discuss the 


possibility of them financing the $350 
each to enroll their children. 


Four London students applied and all 


were accepted. They are Stacey Work- 
man, Greg Pannier, Jeff Lennick and 
Dan Anderson. 


Very involved in gifted education, Mrs. 


Mayer said she hopes to set up a similar 
program at London next summer. 


"I wouldn't be a bit surprised if we run 


our own gifted program here next sum- 
mer," she said. "I have lots of ideas,' 
especially about fieldtrips and things we 
could do in this area."

Fire alarm manufacturers see good market in village 


Sales representatives from half a doz- 


en fire alarm manufacturers apparently 
are interested in getting the first jump 
on a major new market if Arlington 
Heights adopts a proposed smoke detec- 
tor ordinance. 


The salesmen have regularly attended 


recent meetings called to discuss the pro- 
posed law that would require smoke de- 
tectors in virtually every structure in Ar- 
lington Heights, including single-family 
homes, apartments, hotels and motels, 
business, office, educational and industri- 
al buildings. 


Obviously the potential for smoke de- 


tector sales would be substantial if the 
ordinance is passed. 


SOME 14,000 HOMES, 6,000 apartments 


and scores of offices, businesses and in- 
dustries would be thrust into the market 
for automatic fire alarm devices. 


Among the salesmen who have attend- 


ed recent meetings and supported the 


proposed ordinance are: Larry Machaj 
of Honeywell, Inc., Arlington Heights; 
Art Avischious of Security Systems, Pal- 
atine; Steve Rubin of the Quonaar com- 
pany; Tony Green of Interface Systems; 
Tom Hayes, Reliable Fire Equipment 
Co., Alsip; and BRK Electronics, Au- 
rora. 


Capt. Donald L. Hirth, chief of the Ar- 


lington Heights Fire Prevention Bureau, 
said yesterday that, if the ordinance is 
passed by the village board, steps will be 
taken to help insure that only reliable 
equipment is sold. 


First, alarm system companies would 


be licensed by "the village. A $45 license 
fee is proposed. 


SECOND, ONLY DETECTORS that 


have been certified by Underwriters Lab- 
oratory (UL) or Factory Mutual (FM) 
should be considered, Hirth said. 


"We consider one or the other a bare 


minimum," he says. 


There already have been a number of 


salesmen in the village attempting to 
peddle all types of fire prevention equip- 
ment, according to Hirth. "Slowly but 
surely we have to weed out the bad 


seeds." 


The average cost of a home smoke de- 


tector unit is about $50. The devices are 
about the size of a light fixture and are 
mounted on the ceiling in the sleeping 
area of the house. 


The sensors are set to detect smoke 


and toxic gases from a fire and to then 
alert persons in the residence to the dan- 
ger. 


They are particularly valuable, fire of- 


ficials say, at night when persons in the 
house are apt to be asleep and unaware 
of a fire in the building. 


Panel to search village 
for 'beautiful' buildings 


Members of the Arlington Heights 


Beautification Council (ABC), will comb 
the village in July for its annual beau- 
tification awards. 


They will search for beautification ef- 


forts made by parks, schools, apartment 
complexes, businesses, industries, shop- 
ping centers and service stations. 


The awards will be made in a village 


board meeting in October, said Ginny 
Maier, council president. 


This year the awards will be wooden 


plaques instead of certificates. 


In other council matter, progress on 


the beautification project in the commu- 


ter station area downtown has been 
stalled because of bad weather, Mrs. 
Maier said. 


Plans were to plant trees, shrubs, flow- 


ers and grass in the linear railroad 
park along Northwest Highway and from 
Evergreen to Dunton avenues. The plant- 
ing will be done when weather permits. 
Water lines, curbing and landscaping 
have been already completed.
